Amory, Chancellor of the Exchequer, renewed his confidence in the growing 
stability and strength of the nation’s economy by easing some of the restrictions 
on borrowing. It was in some respects a slight and cautious statement, but it 
was well received in most quarters—although the Opposition feit that it did not 
go far enough—and it must be considered in conjunction with the recent actions 
over Bank rate, and the increase in initial allowances. 

The main effects of the Chancellor's decision are that banks will be freed from 
the restriction on the total level of their advances from the end of this month, 
and the principles guiding the Capital Issues Committee have been revised. 
Some discretion will still be left to the banks in making advances, and control 
over their credit will be maintained by normal monetary measures reinforced 
by a ‘special deposits’ system. The exemption limit for applications to the 
CIC will be raised from £10,000 to £50,000, and the committee will be able 
to take future needs into account when consenting to applications. 

Whether this latest action marks the beginning of the end of the credit squeeze 
will only be revealed by future events, but it is certainly a major step towards a 
broader policy of stimulating investment in industry as a basis for expansion. 
It was seen by some as a method of meeting recession rather than inflation. 
There was no indication from the Chancellor's statement, or from his subse- 
quent replies to questions, which particular industries will benefit from his 
move, nor did he reveal what he had in mind about investment in the public 
sector. 

On the latter issue he came in for some sharp criticism from the Opposition, 
even to the point of being accused of bias in favour of private investment, 
because of his refusal to do anything about restoring the cuts in the programmes 
of the nationalised industries. ‘I have made clear before,’ he remarked, ‘that 
we are keeping that matter under constant consideration. If and when the 
time comes for any adjustment in the limits we have set, that adjustment will 
be made.” Whether this is a prelude to a rephasing of the cuts in those indus- 
tries is not clear, but no doubt Mr. Amory will find himself faced with demands 
to treat both sectors alike without waiting to see how the effect of one opera- 
tion works out before embarking on another. 

In his letter of guidance to the chairman of the Capital Issues Committee, 
the Chancellor indicated that recommendations for consent to an application 
for borrowing intended to finance the speculative buying of shares, materials 
or land (including the development of land) should continue to be withheld. 
Applications for hire purchase finance should continue to receive critical 
scrutiny, but the Treasury would be prepared to act on a recommendation 
where, in the opinion of the committee, the raising of such finance was desirable 
as a method of maintaining the stability of the system. 

The Chancellor’s announcement, naturally, has been received by the building 
industry with a pleasure that is only restrained by the knowledge of the time-lag 
which inevitably occurs between the going up of the green light and the point 
where the industrial machine starts moving. This can be anything between 
six months and a year, dependent on the size and nature of the project. Yet 
many in the industry, who see clearly that the only danger to be feared is that 
building may apply to itself the automatic brake of too high prices, have regarded 
the past ten months as being a period of refitting which has done the industry 
good. The fall-off in work has brought about keener tendering and has shown 
to an increasing number of builders that their fears associated with firm-price 
tendering have largely been unfounded; the Builder-Venning chart, published 
last week, shows that the cost of building has returned to a point level with 
that of two years ago. It must now be our task as an industry to continue the 
effort to hold or reduce the overall cost of building; if we are not successful we 
shall be inviting another bout of credit squeezing with all its unpleasant 
consequences.

It was in some respects a slight and cautious statement, but it 
was well received in most quarters—although the Opposition feit that it did not 
go far enough—and it must be considered in conjunction with the recent actions 
over Bank rate, and the increase in initial allowances. 

The main effects of the Chancellor’s decision are that banks will be freed from 
the restriction on the total level of their advances from the end of this month, 
and the principles guiding the Capital Issues Committee have been revised. 
Some discretion will still be left to the banks in making advances, and control 
over their credit will be maintained by normal monetary measures reinforced 
by a ‘special deposits’ system. The exemption limit for applications to the 
CIC will be raised from £10,000 to £50,000, and the committee will be able 
to take future needs into account when consenting to applications. 

Whether this latest action marks the beginning of the end of the credit squeeze 
will only be revealed by future events, but it is certainly a major step towards a 
broader policy of stimulating investment in industry as a basis for expansion. 
It was seen by some as a method of meeting recession rather than inflation. 
There was no indication from the Chancellor's statement, or from his subse- 
quent replies to questions, which particular industries will benefit from his 
move, nor did he reveal what he had in mind about investment in the public 
sector. 

On the latter issue he came in for some sharp criticism from the Opposition, 
even to the point of being accused of bias in favour of private investment, 
because of his refusal to do anything about restoring the cuts in the programmes 
of the nationalised industries. ‘I have made clear before, he remarked, ‘that 
we are keeping that matter under constant consideration. If and when the 
time comes for any adjustment in the limits we have set, that adjustment will 
be made.” Whether this is a prelude to a rephasing of the cuts in those indus- 
tries is not clear, but no doubt Mr. Amory will find himself faced with demands 
to treat both sectors alike without waiting to see how the effect of one opera- 
tion works out before embarking on another. 

In his letter of guidance to the chairman of the Capital Issues Committee, 
the Chancellor indicated that recommendations for consent to an application 
for borrowing intended to finance the speculative buying of shares, materials 
or land (including the development of land) should continue to be withheld. 
Applications for hire purchase finance should continue to receive critical 
scrutiny, but the Treasury would be prepared to act on a recommendation 
where, in the opinion of the committee, the raising of such finance was desirable 
as a method of maintaining the stability of the system. 

The Chancellor’s announcement, naturally, has been received by the building 
industry with a pleasure that is only restrained by the knowledge of the time-lag 
which inevitably occurs between the going up of the green light and the point 
where the industrial machine starts moving. This can be anything between 
six months and a year, dependent on the size and nature of the project. Yet 
many in the industry, who see clearly that the only danger to be feared is that 
building may apply to itself the automatic brake of too high prices, have regarded 
the past ten months as being a period of refitting which has done the industry 
good. The fall-off in work has brought about keener tendering and has shown 
to an increasing number of builders that their fears associated with firm-price 
tendering have largely been unfounded; the Builder-Venning chart, published 
last week, shows that the cost of building has returned to a point level with 
that of two years ago. It must now be our task as an industry to continue the 
effort to hold or reduce the overall cost of building; if we are not successful we 
shall be inviting another bout of credit squeezing with all its unpleasant 
consequences.

In its fifteenth report (HMSO, price Is. net) the 
Commission concentrates on some of the larger issues that these involved, 
quoting some 45 specific cases by way of illustration of the policy it follows in 
carrying out its duties. One of the most important questions discussed is that of 
high buildings. There is undoubtedly a case for higher buildings in London 
and other great cities, particularly when they are carefully sited in spacious 
settings and provide better light and air and other amenities for their occupants. 
But a general and indiscriminate increase in height would be disastrous, not 
only visually but because of the intensification of the traffic problem. 

The Commission considers this matter chiefly in relation to the London 
Royal Parks, pointing to the irreparable loss that would occur if these were to 
become like Central Park, New York, ‘ mere gaps in a solidly built-up area 
with no real escape from the sight of bricks and mortar, or glass and concrete.” 
In this respect the detrimental effect on Richmond Park and Wimbledon 
Common of the point blocks on the London County Council's Roehampton 
and Putney Estates, is a warning that should be heeded. The Commission 
suggests that the height of buildings in such positions should be limited broadly 
to about 100 ft., and even that could be excessive in some places. 

Other matters of architectural design interest referred to in the report include 
skylines. Many architects, say the Commission, seem to assume that provided 
lift motor rooms, tank rooms and other excrescences are set back a few feet 
from the face of the building below, so that they are not scen from the pavement 
on the opposite side of the street, their architectural treatment is of no import- 
ance. These features however, are nearly always visible in. more distant views, 
and if they are necessary should be designed as an integral part of the building. 
The growing tendency among architects to rely on repetitive design formulae 
for office blocks and other large buildings ‘* with little attempt at individual 
expression and scant regard for the surroundings’ is deplored. 

The Commission continues to give advice on a great variety of subjects and 
at an astonishingly low cost to the public purse (estimated for the period 
January, 1957 to April, 1958, at £5,200 for salaries and expenses). Like its 
predecessors, this report is as informative as one could expect it to be within 
the very restricted limits imposed. Its value could easily be increased. What 
one would like to know particularly is what actually happens as a result of 
all this admonition and advice. The present report refers to very few projects 
on which advice given earlier has apparently been accepted. If a sort of profit- 
and-loss account could be made a regular feature of these reports it would be 
invaluable in showing the measure of success attending the Commission.

Revolution at Oxford 


‘MODERN ARCHITECTURE has at last 
established itself in the University of 
Oxford.’ This is the conclusion reached 
by Mr. P. D. Henderson, of Lincoln 
College, in Oxford, just published. He 
states that building policies in Oxford 
have changed in a quite dramatic way in 
the last few years. For the first time the 
University authorities have sponsored a 
plan for the development of the Univer- 
sity area (the Keble-road triangle), a plan 
which is very much a twentieth-century 
conception. 

This revolution in architectural policy 
is more than a University matter. It 
has also spread to the Colleges. St. 
John’s and Corpus have commissioned 
designs from the Architects’ Co-Partner- 
ship, and Brasenose a_ design from 
Powell and Moya. Further examples 
could be quoted, and many of the new 
buildings now under consideration are 
likely to be built in terms of a 
distinctively modern design. 

The arrival of modern architecture in 
Oxford means, first, the end of a long 
period in which too many decisions about 
architecture have been based on a hope- 
lessly myopic view of what is suited to 
Oxford. Furthermore, it has brought 
better architects to work in Oxford, 
which is the one essential condition for 
a higher standard of University and 
College building than has been attained 
in recent years. In the past both the 
University and the Colleges have often 
been casual and irresponsible in thei:

Wellington’s Oldest Building 


WELLINGTON’sS oldest building, the 
wooden Customhouse and Exchange 
which was erected on the foreshore 
within a year of the arrival of the first 
settlers in 1840, has been demolished. A 
last-minute reprieve, sought by the Early 
Settlers’ Association and the National 
Historic Places Trust, failed. The build- 
ing had to be removed to make way for a 
multi-storey office block. 
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The land on which the building stood 
was purchased by Edward Gibbon Wake- 
field’s first team of surveyors, and resold 
to the building’s first owners. The sale 
was confirmed in London on August 1, 
1839. The building was opened to 
business in November, 1841, and was 
used as a town meeting place. 

An existing engraving by S. C. Brees, 
dated 1843, shows the building then 
known as the Exchange, with two extra 
wings added and a false Grecian-style 
front standing right on Wellington beach. 
Because of reclamations it was finally 
half a mile from the sea, which could no 
longer be seen from it due to the large 
stone and concrete structures erected on 
the reclaimed land during the last cen- 
tury. One of these is Wellington's 50- 
year old town hall. 

The building before demolition was 
almost in its original form, with no recent 
additions. It was built of Kauri, totara 
and matai and had a slate roof. There 
were many traces of its various rdéles as 
administrative building, town council 
meeting hall—it was really Wellington's 
first town hall and bond store.

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The land on which the building stood 
was purchased by Edward Gibbon Wake- 
field's first team of surveyors, and resold 
to the building’s first owners. The sale 
was confirmed in London on August 1, 
1839. The building was opened to 
business in November, 1841, and was 
used as a town meeting place. 

An existing engraving by S. C. Brees, 
dated 1843, shows the building then 
known as the Exchange, with two extra 
wings added and a false Grecian-style 
front standing right on Wellington beach. 
Because of reclamations it was finally 
half a mile from the sea, which could no 
longer be seen from it due to tle large 
Stone and concrete structures erected on 
the reclaimed land during the last cen- 
tury. One of these is Wellington’s 50- 
year old town hall. 

The building before demolition was 
almost in its original form, with no recent 
additions. It was built of Kauri, totara 
and matai and had a slate roof. There 
were many traces of its various réles as 
administrative building, town council 
meeting hall—it was really Wellington’s 
first town hall and bond store.

Wokingham Infants’ School 


BERKSHIRE COUNTY COUNCIL intends to 
hold an open competition for architects 
for the design of a new county infants’ 
school to be erected at Wokingham. The 
school is a six-class school for 240 child- 
ren with an age range from five to seven 
years.

competition report. That exception is glazing, as it was 
found that double glazing would prove too expensive. 
The principle governing the layout was the need to 


create an entity of Phase I which on the addition of 


Phase II would blend in to form one whole. The warden’s 
house is sited near the road, so as to be readily accessible 
to the visitor and is adjacent to the common room that 
enjoys the view, to the west, of the fine belt of deciduous 
and coniferous trees, which has been retained intact. 
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The already completed buildings form an ‘L’-shaped 
group, and are stepped to hug the ground so that under- 
building is reduced to the absolute minimum. 


Stage I, now completed and occupied, comprises six 
old people’s dwellings (two each of three types), the 
warden’s house and the common meeting room. 
Although there are differences in planning, standardisa- 
tion of windows, entrances, plumbing, layout, etc., has 
been made throughout. In addition, the dwellings are 
‘reversible’ to suit the changed orientation in later phases. 
The living space remains as drawn in relation to the sun, 
but the entrance/store unit reverses for aspect. 


To avoid over-dominance of the low dwellings, the 
warden’s house was made one-and-a-half storeys high 
with bedrooms in the roof space. The meeting room, 
with a pyramidal copper-covered roof, contains, as well 
as the west aspect common room, lavatories and a 
kitchen. It is linked to the warden’s house by a pergola- 
covered terrace, protected from the cold winds by a 
glazed screen. 


The materials employed externally comply with the 
competition conditions which demanded materials which 
would ‘not go shabby quickly, but rather improve with 
age.” Roofs (except over the common room) are covered 
with dun-coloured clay pantiles. Facing bricks are 
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Frenchlands Hatch, 
Housing for the ABS 
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Ewhurst multi-coloured, machine-made stocks with 


flush joints, contrasting with dead-white paintwork. 
Parts of the elevations are clad in deep-red sand-faced 
club-headed tiles. Gutters and pipes are painted grey, and 
colour, apart from that in the natural materials, has been 
used with great restraint. Certain low retaining walls 
have been faced with knapped flints, a characteristic local 
material in the East Horsley district. 

Walls are cavity, generally brick-faced externally with 
inner leaf of 4-in. Thermalite blocks. Where tile-hung, 
walls have both leaves in Thermalite blocks. Roofs are 
of timber construction with reinforced bituminous 
roofing felt, battens and Norfolk-pattern pantiles, except 
for the pyramid roof over the meeting room, which is 
copper-covered. The windows are purpose-made to the 
architect’s design and limited throughout the old people’s 
dwellings to only three types. The large ‘picture’ windows 
are fixed; opening lights are horizontally pivot-hung. 
To provide a space for pipe-runs the floors on the living- 
room half of the dwellings are hollow and on the kitchen 
side of the spine wall solid. Suspended floors are TDA 
construction with l-in. nom. T and G flooring, insulated 
with * Alfol’ aluminium foil with paper backing. The solid 
floors have waterproofed concrete and thermoplastic 
tiles generally, and cork tiles in the bathrooms. 

Heating and hot water in the houses are provided by 
all-night burning fires (placed in the centre of each plan 
to conserve warmth) serving two radiators and a towel- 
rail. Electric points for ‘topping-up,’ and electric immer- 
sion heaters for summer use, are provided. The meeting 
room has electric tubular heating and 3-kW electric 
wall radiator as focal point. In the warden’s house there 
is an open fire in living-room, and an ‘Agamatic’ boiler 
in kitchen with radiators in all principal rooms. 

To avoid clashing with tenants’ cherished possessions, 
which may differ considerably, internal treatments and 
colour-schemes of rooms in the bungalows are of the 
utmost simplicity. In non-living areas, however, such as 
circulation spaces, brilliant colours have been used on the 
ceilings, e.g., red in bedroom lobbies, blue in entrance 
halls. The meeting room (which has been furnished 
largely by gifts) floor has fitted carpet on deal-boarding, 
and an acoustic-tiled ceiling. One wall is covered with

a wallpaper of bold design. The other walls are emulsion 
painted and the large window is curtained with a black- 
and-white woven material. 

The main aim was to enhance the natural beauty of the 
site rather than compete with it. One fine tree and one 
other were sacrificed in the interests of road-widening 
and angles of vision, where the estate road joins the high- 
way, but, apart from those losses, only one tree will be 
sacrificed as the scheme develops. The intention is to have 
the central area left with long grass enhanced with wild 
flowers, surrounded by a mown sward. A few silver 
birch will be planted in the long grass. To soften the 
junction of ground with walls ground-covering plants 
will be established, out of which taller subjects 
will rise. Vines will be planted by the pergola. Some 
additional planting containing a number of evergreens 
has been carried out on site boundaries to provide screen- 
ing of adjoining properties. 

The contract figure was £20,493.

CHARTERED SURVEYORS IN CONFERENCE 


Successful Meeting in Exeter, July 1-5 


From Our Own Correspondent 


EARLY 300 members, many with 
their wives, who descended on 
Exeter last week on the occasion of the 
RICS annual conference found the City 
and its University most excellent places 
for the purpose in hand. There has been 
a great deal of new building in Exeter 
itself, most of it adequate, and some of 
it excellent, notably on the commercial 
side being the new Boots building in 
High-street, where the gay hand of Mr. 
Colin St. J. Oakes seems evident. Recent 
additions to the University on the north 
of the city by Mr. E. Vincent Harris 
gain enormously in the seeing; the work 
of his successors, Sir William Holford 
and Mr. Basil Spence, is not yet visible. 
Excellent AA flagging led incomers to 
one or other of the University Halls of 
Residence in which they were to stay. 
There is no doubt that the collegiate 
atmosphere makes the ideal setting for a 
conference such as this, and magnificent 
staff work and transport arrangements 
successfully overcame difficulties inherent 
in bringing together large numbers of 
people from various points of the com- 
pass and getting them back in time for 
the next round in the programme. 
It was pleasant indeed to find on 


arrival in each room a note of welcome 
from THE PRESIDENT and Mrs. FRANCIS 
FLEURY, while an innovation was the 
establishment in each Hall of a house 
committee composed of a posse of local 
members. What their other duties were 
is a mystery, but they rated low by com- 
parison with the early tea they dispensed 
to a grateful clientele. 

The Conference, following receptions 
by the vice-presidents the previous even- 
ing, really got under way on the Wednes- 
day morning when, following a special 
service in St. Peter’s, and a Mayoral 
welcome, the principal address on the 
subject of ‘The development of land as 
an investment for the future,’ was given 
by Mr. Harotp Wincott, Editor-in- 
Chief of the Investors’ Chronicle. One 
hears that this was extremely well done 
and that especially welcome was the note 
underlying the paper that there is yet 
hope for the building industry’s future! 
On Wednesday afternoon came the 
second of the introductory papers, the 
effort by Mr. Davip Jerrreys on ‘ The 
future structure of the building industry.’ 
Some considerable part of this, which 
won for its author the RICS Gold Medal 
and Prize, 1958, is printed elsewhere in 


this issue, and readers may judge its 
quality for themselves. All who heard 
it delivered appear vastly to have enjoyed 
its graphic and racy character, but not 
everyone seemed to have discovered 
much of a constructive nature, yet if 
slates have to be cleaned by angry young 
men then it is right that they should be 
witty as well as irate, and this Mr. 
Jeffreys (who is on the staff of Messrs. 
Gleeds Bristol office) certainly is. 

Following the paper came a cricket 
match between a somewhat depleted 
RICS XI and the Devon Dumplings in 
which the surveyors took a beating with 
good grace. Then dinner and a reception 
by the Vice-Chancellor of the University, 
preparatory to a midnight matinee at the 
Theatre Royal, when Mr. KENNETH 
BLAIKLOcK (Surveyor of the  Trans- 
Antarctic Expedition) and Mr. GEORGE 
Lowe (Photographer) gave an_ illus- 
trated lecture on the expedition—one of 
the highlights of the Conference in the 
view of the enthusiastic audience. And 
so to a not very early bed. 

On Thursday morning, the job of 
taking threads from the two papers and 
weaving them into a fabric which could 
be used by the groups, six in number, 
who were to devote morning and after- 
noon to discussion, was handed to Mr. 
HENRY WELLS. Mr. Wells made a 
brilliant job of it, though not all his 
audience were prepared to swallow his 
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*devil’s advocacy ° to the extent of agree- 
ing with him that because this is an age 
of expediency and compromise we must 
do as the masses want. ‘ Being realistic,’ 
he said, “means that no longer can we 
do things simply because we have faith 
in our personal views.’ Well, well, Mr. 
Wells! You don’t believe that and neither 
did we! But an enthusiastic audience 
went all the way with him in his lively 
comparison of the virtues of a magnifi- 
cent prize cow he had recently seen 
{which, he said, would have opened any 
exhibition with grace and aplomb) and 
those of a well-known actress of the 
forward-looking school. 

After this the meeting broke up into 
discussion groups under the leadership 
of Cot. Jupp (farm equipment), Mr. E. 
NorMan Harris (structure of the build- 
ing industry), Mr. D. BisHop (research 
in building), Mr. C. D. PiLcHER (eco- 
nomics of land development) and Mr. 
OLIVER CHESTERTON (the surveyor in the 
atomic age). Mr. Harris’s group, which 
your correspondent attended, proved 
most stimulating. With the advantage 
of having two builders present, Mr. 
FRANK SLEEMAN and Mr. G. Bearp, the 
discussion, most admirably led by _ its 
chairman, ranged over the widest field. 
Consensus of opinion was against the 
American system of building without a 
QS (‘the hazards taken by the builder 
are too great’); against a professional 
alliance with either architect or engineer 
(‘the QS’s independent position would 
be compromised’); against the package 
system (though Mr. C. T. Every was 
rather in favour of letting it have a run, 
if only because it must break down); and 
against nationalisation (*‘ building must 
become more expensive ’). 

Simplification of the Standard Method 
was thought to be inconsistent with the 
QS’s job—which was to give the builder 
such information as would enable him 
to prepare an accurate tender; some, 
however, felt that with the general return 
to a properly prepared specification it 
might be possible to prepare a simplified 
bill. Another practical touch from Mr. 
Every was that quantity surveyors would 
be well advised in their own interests to 
support any scheme which could lead to 
reducing the fees that clients were called 
on to pay, and an obvious opportunity 
lay in cutting out remeasurement, 
offered by an extension of the custom 
of firm-price tendering. 

After this came lunch, taken at the 
Imperial Hotel with the Quantity Sur- 
veyors’ Committee, where it was pleasant 
to meet some old friends, including 
FREDERICK Napp, now Deputy Chief 
Architect, Plymouth, and formerly a 
mainstay of Architectural Association 
cricket. Guest of honour was THE 
PRESIDENT who, with the chairman of the 
QS Committee, Mr. GEORGE WALFORD, 
maintained the tradition of no speeches 
by limiting their remarks to under two 
minutes’ duration. 

Back in the groups, Mr. Harris’s posse 
considered reasons why the present 
system does not adequately meet present 
needs, and in what way do the professions 
fail to give the public what it wanted. 
Here both professions and the builders 
were the objects of some straight talking, 


the last having much of the blame for 
delay in settling accounts laid at their 
door. ‘Settle variations as they occur’ 
would seem to be the answer. Archi- 
tects came in for their fair share of 
criticism but it was conceded that as a 
profession they were more ready lately 
to ask for cost data. A lighter touch 
was introduced by one speaker who sug- 
gested that ‘Ernie’ might have a place 
in the QS’s office, thus freeing him from 
mere calculations for his ‘more import- 
ant professional role. What that role 
precisely was did not emerge, but a 
popular suggestion was that it lay 
in guiding the client through the com- 
plexity of the contract, though a proposal 
that the quantity surveyor should initiate 
the client’s instructions as a_ building 
consultant was firmly turned down. 

Mr. SLEEMAN, who with Mr. BEARD 
made several valuable contributions, 
expressed the view that the efficiency of 
the architect and quantity surveyor had 
great effect upon the efficiency of the 
builder, and this perhaps summed up the 
general consensus of opinion—that there 
was not much wrong with the building 
system that improved efficiency on the 
part of all the professions and trades 
concerned could not mend. 

The other groups by all accounts also 
had informative and useful sessions. 

The Conference Dinner 

In the evening came the first of the two 
Conference dinners (for Exeter, though 
in so many ways an admirable centre for 
a conference, has no hall both large and 
suitable enough for an entire conference). 
Each dinner (the second was on Friday 
night) was preceded by a civic reception 
in ancient Guildhall, which was greatly 
admired, and was notable in that the 
President, apart from a few gracious 
words of welcome. spoke at neither. At 
Thursday's dinner, the company were 
regaled with three excellent speeches by 
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Sir KENNETH ATKINSON, On behalf of the 
Institution, and THE Mayor and REar- 
ApmirAL L. A. B. PeEtLe, Admiral 
Superintendent HM Dockyard, Devon- 
port. The Mayor made a good impression 
and Sir Kenneth and the Admiral were 
scintillating, each with a fund of good 
stories. Not for the first time at RICS 
dinners, one wondered idly whether what 
the journalist calls a ‘few reportable 
lines’ might not have been included by 
the RICS representative on what, with 
the local Press present, was a public 
occasion. 

What time this dinner was going on, 
the remainder of the Conference mem- 
bers were dancing in Lopes Hall; the 
next night the programme was reversed, 
when speakers at the dinner were Mr. 
C. D. Pitcuer for the Institution, Sir 
GEORGE HAYTER-HAMES (chairman, 
Devon CC) and the DEAN oF EXETER. 
Previously in the day discussion groups 
led by Mr. D. Hicks, Mr. GEORGE WAL- 
FORD and Mr. F. J. H. Brackett had 
respectively discussed “ Future Sources of 
Fuel and Power, ‘Cost Planning’ and 
‘The Valuation of Land for Investment.’ 
The golfers met in the afternoon at the 
Exeter golf and country club, and a 
variety of tours for the others was laid 
on, as had been done for the ladies 
throughout the Conference period. 

So came to an end a most enjoyable 
and profitable meeting which owed much 
to the geniality of the President and Mrs. 
Fleury, and to the members of the local 
society, whose preparations were flaw- 
less and, not least, to the Institution staff 
led by the unique Sir ALEXANDER KILLICK 
abetted by Mr. IAN NEILSON, the MISSES 
RUTLAND and HANNINGTON, and others. 
To them your correspondent, in company 
with every conference member, would 
wish to pay grateful tribute.

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The work of rebuilding has been carried out in three 


stages. 


Edmund-street. 


First, the restoration of the facade fronting 
Secondly, the re-roofing of the building 


behind this facade, and finally the completion of the 


galleries themselves. 


The total esti 


mated cost of the 


project is £162,685 7s. 6d., of which £70,976 7s. 6d. is 
the final cost of the first two stages, and £91,709 the 
contract for the completion of the work after certain 
deductions had been agreed. The whole of this estimated 
cost is recoverable from the War Damage Commission. 
The restored galleries, in U-formation, lie to the east of 
the bridge approach and main staircase to the top floor, 
both of which have also been restored as part of the general 


design. 


The staircase foyer has been replanned as an 


introductory area and a temporary corridor, constructed 
in war-time, through the damaged rooms to those still in 


use was retained for many years. 


The entrance lobby 


between the foyer and the galleries, and a portion of the 
adjoining Gallery 2 are a ‘showcase area’ and at the far 
end of that gallery is a small room display of watercolours. 
The general ceiling level has enabled a mezzanine floor 
to be built over the centre area providing more than 
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2,600 sq. ft. of much-needed additional floor space for 
office accommodation and storage. 

In the restoration of the four main galleries the Cor- 
poration was determined to apply all available new know- 
ledge of the best lighting for pictures and, as early as 1949, 
the Building Research Station had been called into cen- 


sultation on this subject. The daylighting design prin- 
ciple was evolved by officers of the Building Research 
Station in close collaboration with the architects. The 
basic research work was carried out by John Bickerdike, 
ARIBA, and careful scale models were made to ensure 
that the fundamental principles of design were sound. 
This principle was that the portion of wall on which 
pictures were to be hung should be the most brightly 
lit area in the room. A height of 5 ft. 6 in. was indicated 
by them as the critical eye level and the section designed 
to give the maximum daylight factor on the walls at this 
height with intensities falling away evenly from it in either 
direction. 

For artificial lighting the aim was to reproduce these 
daylight conditions as far as possible and it has been 
found that specially designed fluorescent fittings mounted 
on the velarium edge with supplementary tungsten fila- 
ment lighting to restore the missing red element in the 
light go far towards achieving this aim. 
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Restoration of 
Picture Galleries, 


Birmingham 
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Gallery 1, a much loftier room, has a simple roof of 
30 deg. pitch, and here the lighting was varied at the sug- 


gestion of the Building Research Station. While the 
upper wall treatment used in the other galleries is repeated, 
a horizontal lay-light 18 ft. wide is suspended at a height 
of 21 ft. 6 in. above the floor. In this room the light 
diffuser consists of panels of corrugated translucent 
vinyl plastic set in track strips of aluminium. 


The adaptation of Gallery 17 has provided a pleasant 
little café with seating for 50 of the public. The visitor 
entering the approach lobby is faced by a lighted showcase 
used for the display of topical small museum exhibits such 
as teapots and tableware. The public area of the café is 
planned in a T-shape with the ceiling across the head of the 
T at a higher level than the remainder. The re-entrant 
angles of the plan are filled by the lobby itself and by the 
Sales Area which has a still lower ceiling.

Vitreous Enamel Panelling 


To the Editor of The Builder 


SIR, — May I reply to your corres- 
~ pondent, Mr. C. J. Chetwood (The 
Builder, June 27), regarding the possible 
danger of using vitreous enamel panels 
without protective edging strips, etc. 
Being conscious of the responsibility 


which rests on us all as new methods of 
building construction are progressively 
adopted, I would certainly never discourage 
anyone from using edging tapes, etc., but 
it is definitely not correct to say that by the 
very nature of the vitreous enamelling pro- 
cess the edges of steel sheet cannot be 
covered by enamel. It is more accurate to 
say that complete edge coverage is not 
usual unless deliberately applied. Even so, 
a small colour plaque, not specially pre- 
pared, has been forwarded to your corre- 
spondent and shows adequate edge coverage. 

The point was dealt with by one of my 
colleagues, Mr. B. Zick, last year when 
addressing architects in London, and again 
at the annual Ferro Refresher Course held 
at the Wolverhampton and _ Staffordshire 
College of Technology. The ground coat of 
vitreous enamel, usually blue-black in 
colour, which is first applied to the steel 
sheet, contains cobalt and nickel, elements 
which during firing form such chemical com- 
pounds as to provide the best possible 
adherence between the cover coat of glass 
and the steel. Under a microscope this inter- 
face structure is seen to be keyed into the 
surface of the steel. Even if the bare edge 
of the metal should become exposed to the 
atmosphere this keying action of the ground 
coat to the flat surfaces of the metal is 
such as to prevent the wholesale penetration 
of rust from any parts of the edge which 
are unprotected. The localising of this 
attack will be best appreciated by bearing 
in mind that the intimate fusing with the 


surface texture of the steel takes place at 
a relatively high temperature of 800 deg. C. 

In practice the majority of building 
panels are laminated and will be found to 
have an edge sealing tape whose principal 
function is to prevent ingress of moisture 
into the backing material. The various 
methods of * weathering’ used when fixing 
panels into, say, curtain wall grid systems, 
e.g., glazing beads, mastics, rubber gaskets, 
etc., all further safeguard (admittedly 
unintentionally) any spots which are prone 
to such local attack. 

Mr. Chetwood’s comments were very 
much appreciated, as at the present stage 
of development in England of vitreous 
enamel as an architectural finish many simi- 
lar queries will no doubt arise. As a com- 
pany we have been developing architectural 
enamels for use on steel and on aluminium 
since the 1930's, progressively supplying 
increasing quantities as vitreous enamel has 
become accepted as a durable material for 
modern building construction. It has always 
been our aim to give whatever help and 
guidance we can to ensure that its inherent 
advantages are fully achieved wherever it 
is specified. We are sure that all those firms 
who specialise in architectural enamelling 
will similarly co-operate with your readers 
whenever queries arise.

3.—The Fire Risk in 
Relation to Fire Insurance 
By G. H. SCHRAM, FCI, LIFireE 


Waist the primary object of the 
Thermal Insulation (Industrial 
Buildings) Act, 1957, is the preservation 
of the national fuel supply by reducing 


heat losses in factories, this is not the 4 


only aspect which must be considered 
in deciding, at the design stage of factory 
planning, what methods and materials shall 
be used to achieve this end. 


The chief factors to be taken into account 
are: 
(a) The cost of materials and installa- 
tion ; 
(b) Periodical maintenance overheads ; 
and 


(c) Fire insurance costs if non- 
approved insulating materials are used, 
which is an annual standing-charge 
against the insulation value which can be 
converted in terms of fuel saved 
annually. 


It is with insurance costs that we are 
concerned in the present article, which, it 
is hoped, will give all those concerned with 
thermal insulation the necessary basic 
information on an aspect of insulation 
which is often completely overlooked. 


Fire insurance companies may be con- 
sidered as trustees of a fund into which 
each insured pays a contribution (the 
premium) commensurate with the fire risk 
of the premises insured. The fire risk can 
be analysed into several separate ‘hazards,’ 
the total of which produces the fire rate 
for the risk. For the purposes of this 
article, we are only concerned with the

building of the factory. A high fire risk 
exists where structural materials are used 
which are combustible or offer but little 
resistance during a fire, and this high 
fire risk calls for a correspondingly high 
fire insurance rate. The writer, who has had 
thirty years’ experience of fire insurance, 
has noticed all too often that the architect 
has not consulted the insurance company 
as to the acceptability of the materials 






of construction, thus saddling the factory 
owner with a yearly overhead in the form 
of an additional fire premium which by 
prior consultation might have been avoided. 
Combustible linings to buildings under 
certain conditions invite an extra premium. 
It may well be, then, that even if the initial 
capital outlay for incombustible linings is 
somewhat higher than for combustible 
linings, a substantial saving in the yearly 
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insurance premium will more than justify 





this increased initial cost. To give an 
example :

plained that the rates charged by insurance 
companies are by no means arbitrary, but 
are based on the collated statistics of the 
fire loss experience over a number of years. 
The structural features penalised in fire 
rating schedules have proved to have 


contributed to the rapid growth of fires in 
industrial buildings. 

If we examine the official reports of large 
fires during the last twenty years, we find

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all too often that the injudicious use of 
combustible lining materials had contrib- 
uted notoriously to rapid fire spread. 


The risk of a fire breaking out in a 
factory (which is called the ‘ inception 
hazard’) is usually due to the hazards 
of the contents, or industrial processes, 
but once this fire gets out of hand, the 
building becomes involved and the fire 
spreads (‘development hazard’). It is, 
therefore, to be expected that, under 
certain conditions, combustible linings to 
walls, ceilings and roofs or the introduction 
of combustible materials as_ insulation 
media in composite roof decks, may incur 
an additional fire insurance premium. 

Apart from the combustibility aspect, 
two further considerations are worth a 
reference : 

(a) If the lining vecomes dislodged 
early during a fire, combustible linings 
may break away as burning fire brands 
and fall on combustible stock below; and 

(b) incombustible linings must also 
remain in place; although free from the 
hazard of adding fuel to the blaze they 
act as a fire-protecting barrier to com- 
bustible structural features or to light 
metal framing in walls and roofs which 
word twist or warp if direct heat from 
flames can reach them. 


Materials Available for Insulation 


Many materials used for thermal insula- 
tion have been tested for incombustibility, 
fire resistance or flame spread by the Fire 
Research Station at Boreham Wood, which 
is jointly run by the DSIR and Fire Offices 
Committee. Two vital points occur when 
considering an insulating material : 

(a) Is it incombustible, i.e., does it 
add fuel to an existing fire or assist the 
spread of fire ? and 

(b) is it capable of holding back a fire 
for any specified period of time ? 

It will at once be apparent that with 
ordinary combustible boards the answer to 
both questions will not be very satisfactory. 
In those fire risks where the 


? _ Tisk insurance 
offices feel justified in charging extra 
premiums for combustible boards, only 


incombustible materials can escape the 
penalty rating, although in all fairness it 
must be acknowledged that much has been 
done in recent years to improve the fire 
resistance of combustible linings by im- 
pregnation, surface treatment, etc., as 
described later.

The real test is, however, during the 
baptism of fire in the holocaust of a con- 
flagration, and sooner ‘or later even some 
of these treated combustibles may lose 
their efficacy in the fire or deteriorate 
through mechanical damage, age, industrial 
atmospheric conditions, etc. 

In this respect it is felt that the grading 
under BS 476 is not a true picture of 
what happens under fire conditions.

The Problem of Improving the 
Fire Risk of Combustible Linings 
The manufacturers of combustible in- 
sulating materials have in recent years 
given serious consideration to the improve- 
ment of their products with a view to 
increased fire-resistance. The methods 
can be summarised under the following 
headings :— 
1. IMPREGNATION: 
Pressure treatment with fire-retardant 
chemicals. 


2. SURFACING: with 


Incombustible materials, asbestos fac- 
ing, metal facing and asbestos cement 
facing. (Note: A close coverage 
4 in. thick of incombustible materials 
receives favourable treatment by the 
insurance companies.) 


3. SURFACE PAINT TREATMENT: 


Intumescent paints. 
Fire-retardant paints. 
Skim coat of plaster. 


What These Treatments Achieve 


Several of these treatments have been 
very effective. Some local building by- 
laws do in fact accept, under certain con- 
ditions of low fire hazards, lining materials 
which carry a Class I (low flame spread) 
certificate under BS 476. 


However, in the opinion of many fire 
technicians, this is the wrong yardstick 
with which to measure incombustibility, 
as the procedure under BS 476, as it stands 
at present, omits the test of non-flamm- 
ability and, further, is no guarantee of the 
permanence of the degree of fire-resistance 
attained by the test. After all, something 
which burns only slowly will eventually 
contribute to the fire loss. BS 476 was 
never intended to apply to linings for fac- 
tory premises. The Thermal Insulation 
Act should be followed by a revised official 
criterion to judge non-flammability and 
would be welcomed by all concerned. 


Until then, the apparent anomaly of 
treating Classes I, II, III and IV all alike 
must remain the basis for fire insurance 
rating of linings. 

Much work still remains to be done. 
Wood and cotton are both cellulose, and 
responsible for 90 per cent. of everything 
that burns during a fire. A chemical com- 
bination of ignifuges with cellulose which 
is permanent seems to be the answer. 
Cotton and other textiles have recently 
been so treated; one process on the market 
shows very spectacular results. 


The Attitude and Standards of 
Fire Insurance Companies 


Now that the fire hazard of combustible 
linings has been dealt with, it will be easier 
to understand the attitude of the insurance 
companies who should always be con- 
sulted in case of doubt to avoid complica- 
tions afterwards. The following standard 
is adhered to by most insurance companies 
for certain industries: 


A combustible lining may be defined as: 


1. Any ceiling of wood, textile fabric 
or paper to any roof or floor, or any 
wood lining to ceilings or walls. 


2. Composition boards or sheets of 
wood pulp, vegetable-tibre or other 
combustible material which are to be 
deemed wood. 


Exemptions are made for a dado of 
wood 7 ft. in height in offices, cellars, 
basements, staircases, passages or sale- 
rooms not used for storage. 


Exemptions are also made for any 
covering of wood, textile fabric or paper, 
affixed to the underside of a floor or 
roof, provided there is close contact to 
preclude any cavity between such cover- 
ing and any floor boards, joists, beams 
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and other floor or roof members so 
covered. 


A combustible lining may also escape 
a penalty rating-if it be wholly covered 
with metal, or with other incombustible 
materials at least 4 in. thick, or for parti- 
tions so protected on each side. 

The attitude of insurance companies 
in favouring incombustible linings is 
supported by the following relevant extracts 
from the Home Office Manual on Thermal 
Insulation (The Thermal Insulation of 
Buildings, HMSO, 1955). 

(a) ‘In considering fire risk, it is 
important to know whether materials 
are combustible and, if they are com- 
bustible, what hazard they are likely to 
offer when used in any particular way.’ 
(This obviously refers to the hazard 
contributed by combustible materials 
to the development of fires.) 

(b) ‘ From the fire risk point of view it 
is clearly safer to use non-combustible 
materials. . . .” 

‘The circumstances and the type of 
buildings in which materials are used 
must also be considered.’ (This is in 
fact what the insurance companies do; 
the penalty varies with the risk and as 
already stated exemptions are made in 
* fire-safe ’ locations.) 


Opinions of The Fire Protection 
Association 


In their technical information sheet 
* Fire Hazards Associated with the Thermal 
Insulation of Buildings’ it is stated that 
‘tests carried out by the JFRO have 
shown that combustible linings, e.g., wood 
fibre or straw board, present a fire hazard 
in that they encourage rapid growth of 
fire within buildings, particularly when 
used in conjunction with cavities. In the 
case of linings subjected to flame-retardant 
treatments, development of fire is restricted 
up to a certain stage but inflammable gases 
are eventually given off by the protected 
linings in sufficient quantities to accelerate 
the spread of fire.’ 


The Thermal Insulation (Industrial 
Buildings) Act, 1957 


A recent memorandum by the Ministry 
of Power suggests that regulations are to 
be made under the Act to provide local 
authorities with information to guide them 
when granting approval for the use of 
materials for thermal insulation and 
suggests restrictions on the use of vegetable 
(cellulosic) materials based on _ cork, 
eelgrass, flax, jute, cotton, straw, grain 
husks, paper, wood or fibre; animal 
fibres such as hair or wool; rubber;

all too often that the injudicious use of 
combustible lining materials had contrib- 
uted notoriously to rapid fire spread. 

The risk of a fire breaking out in a 
factory (which is called the ‘ inception 
hazard’) is usually due to the hazards 
of the contents, or industrial processes, 
but once this fire gets out of hand, the 
building becomes involved and the fire 
spreads (‘development hazard’). It is, 
therefore, to be expected that, under 
certain conditions, combustible linings to 
walls, ceilings and roofs or the introduction 
of combustible materials as insulation 
media in composite roof decks, may incur 
an additional fire insurance premium. 

Apart from the combustibility aspect, 
two further considerations are worth a 
reference : 

(a) lf the lining vecomes dislodged 
early during a fire, combustible linings 
may break away as burning fire brands 
and fall on combustible stock below; and 

(b) incombustible linings must also 
remain in place; although free from the 
hazard of adding fuel to the blaze they 
act as a fire-protecting barrier to com- 
bustible structural features or to light 
metal framing in walls and roofs which 
wo'l.d twist or warp if direct heat from 
flames can reach them. 


Materials Available for Insulation 


Many materials used for thermal insula- 
tion have been tested for incombustibility, 
fire resistance or flame spread by the Fire 
Research Station at Boreham Wood, which 
is jointly run by the DSIR and Fire Offices 
Committee. Two vital points occur when 
considering an insulating material : 

(a) Is it incombustible, i.e., does it 
add fuel to an existing fire or assist the 
spread of fire ? and 

(b) is it capable of holding back a fire 
for any specified period of time ? 

It will at once be apparent that with 
ordinary combustible boards the answer to 
both questions will not be very satisfactory. 
In those fire risks where the insurance 
offices feel justified in charging extra 
premiums for combustible boards, only 
incombustible materials can escape the 
penalty rating, although in all fairness it 
must be acknowledged that much has been 
done in recent years to improve the fire 
resistance of combustible linings by im- 
pregnation, surface treatment, etc., as 
described later. 
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The over-purlin lining shown above is formed by supporting Asbestolux panels on metal sections at 

2ft. centres, laid over the purlins. A building mat is laid on the back of the board with distance 

pieces pinned through. Below is seen the process of fitting these panels, backed by inorganic ‘Rocksil” 
rock wool, in a Glasgow factory (coursesy: Cape Building Products, Ltd.) 





The real test is, however, during the 
baptism of fire in the holocaust of a con- 
flagration, and sooner or later even some 
of these treated combustibles may lose 
their efficacy in the fire or deteriorate 
through mechanical damage, age, industrial 
atmospheric conditions, etc. 

In this respect it is felt that the grading 
under BS 476 is not a true picture of 
what happens under fire conditions.

The Problem of Improving the 
Fire Risk of Combustible Linings 


The manufacturers of combustible in- 
sulating materials have in recent years 
given serious consideration to the improve- 
ment of their products with a view to 
increased fire-resistance. The methods 
can be summarised under the following 
headings :— 

1. IMPREGNATION: 


Pressure treatment with fire-retardant 
chemicals. 


2. SURFACING: with 


Incombustible materials, asbestos fac- 
ing, metal facing and asbestos cement 
facing. (Note: A close coverage 
4 in. thick of incombustible materials 
receives favourable treatment by the 
insurance companies.) 


3. SURFACE PAINT TREATMENT: 


Intumescent paints. 
Fire-retardant paints. 
Skim coat of plaster. 


What These Treatments Achieve 


Several of these treatments have been 
very effective. Some local building by- 
laws do in fact accept, under certain con- 
ditions of low fire hazards, lining materials 
which carry a Class I (low flame spread) 
certificate under BS 476. 


However, in the opinion of many fire 
technicians, this is the wrong yardstick 
with which to measure incombustibility, 
as the procedure under BS 476, as it stands 
at present, omits the test of non-flamm- 
ability and, further, is no guarantee of the 
permanence of the degree of fire-resistance 
attained by the test. After all, something 
which burns only slowly will eventually 
contribute to the fire loss. BS 476 was 
never intended to apply to linings for fac- 
tory premises. The Thermal Insulation 
Act should be followed by a revised official 
criterion to judge non-flammability and 
would be welcomed by all concerned. 


Until then, the apparent anomaly of 
treating Classes I, IJ, II and IV all alike 
must remain the basis for fire insurance 
rating of linings. 

Much work still remains to be done. 
Wood and cotton are both cellulose, and 
responsible for 90 per cent. of everything 
that burns during a fire. A chemical com- 
bination of ignifuges with cellulose which 
is permanent seems to be the answer. 
Cotton and other textiles have recently 
been so treated; one process on the market 
shows very spectacular results. 


The Attitude and Standards of 
Fire Insurance Companies 


Now that the fire hazard of combustible 
linings has been dealt with, it will be easier 
to understand the attitude of the insurance 
companies who should always be con- 
sulted in case of doubt to avoid complica- 
tions afterwards. The following standard 
is adhered to by most insurance companies 
for certain industries: 


A combustible lining may be defined as: 


1. Any ceiling of wood, textile fabric 
or paper to any roof or floor, or any 
wood lining to ceilings or walls. 


2. Composition boards or sheets of 
wood pulp, vegetable-fibre or other 
combustible material which are to be 
deemed wood. 


Exemptions are made for a dado of 
wood 7 ft. in height in offices, cellars, 
basements, staircases, passages or sale- 
rooms not used for storage. 


Exemptions are also made for any 
covering of wood, textile fabric or paper, 
affixed to the underside of a floor or 
roof, provided there is close contact to 
preclude any cavity between such cover- 
ing and any floor boards, joists, beams 
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and other floor or roof members so 
covered. 


A combustible lining may also escape 
a penalty rating -if it be wholly covered 
with metal, or with other incombustible 
materials at least } in. thick, or for parti- 
tions so protected on each side. 


The attitude of insurance companies 
in favouring incombustible linings is 
supported by the following relevant extracts 
from the Home Office Manual on Thermal 
Insulation (The Thermal Insulation of 
Buildings, HMSO, 1955). 

(a) ‘In considering fire risk, it is 
important to know whether materials 
are combustible and, if they are com- 
bustible, what hazard they are likely to 
offer when used in any particular way.’ 
(This obviously refers to the hazard 
contributed by combustible materials 
to the development of fires.) 


(b) ‘ From the fire risk point of view it 
is clearly safer to use non-combustible 
materials. . . .” 

‘The circumstances and the type of 
buildings in which materials are used 
must also be considered.’ (This is in 
fact what the insurance companies do; 
the penalty varies with the risk and .as 
already stated exemptions are made in 
* fire-safe ’ locations.) 


Opinions of The Fire Protection 
Association 


In their technical information sheet 
*‘ Fire Hazards Associated with the Thermal 
Insulation of Buildings’ it is stated that 
‘tests carried out by the JFRO have 
shown that combustible linings, e.g., wood 
fibre or straw board, present a fire hazard 
in that they encourage rapid growth of 
fire within buildings, particularly when 
used in conjunction with cavities. In the 
case of linings subjected to flame-retardant 
treatments, development of fire is restricted 
up to a certain stage but inflammable gases 
are eventually given off by the protected 
linings in sufficient quantities to accelerate 
the spread of fire.’ 


The Thermal Insulation (Industrial 
Buildings) Act, 1957 


A recent memorandum by the Ministry 
of Power suggests that regulations are to 
be made under the Act to provide local 
authorities with information to guide them 
when granting approval for the use of 
materials for thermal insulation and 
suggests restrictions on the use of vegetable 
(cellulosic) materials based on cork, 
eelgrass, flax, jute, cotton, straw, grain 
husks, paper, wood or fibre; animal 
fibres such as hair or wool; rubber; 
bitumen, coal tar, coal tar distillates, pitch 
and blends of any of these materials; 
natural, semi-synthetic and _ synthetic 
plastics. 

Some trade journals have in recent 
months criticised the attitude of the Fire 
Offices toward ‘treated boards,’ in such 
strong terms as ‘ out-of-date attitude ’ and 
* inexplicable.’ It is hoped that the argu- 
ments set forth in the present article 
supported by the opinions of specialists 
in the study of fire development as set out 
above, will help to explain the * inexplic- 
able.’ 
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Whilst the Act does hint at allowing 
some alleviation when boards are treated 
“as to conform to the specified standard 
of resistance to the spread of flame,’ the 
words which follow ‘that they will not 
increase the risk of fire spreading or 
breaking out’ are certainly not ‘ carte 
blanche’ authority. As has been explained 
earlier in this article, even the ‘ out-of- 
date attitude’ of the insurance offices is 
sufficiently elastic to allow the use of 
untreated boards in certain non-hazardous 
locations. There is nothing experimental 
or hypothetical about a large fire running 
into seven figures! 


Insulated Roofs 


A further aspect of thermal insulation 
of factories must now be considered, as it 
also concerns the fire insurance premium— 
namely, the incorporation of combustible 
materials of high insulation value in the 
specifications for composite roof decks. 

Whether the insulation board is used in 
sandwich form or as a base upon which to 
build the roof, the insurance companies 
again require certain standards if the roof 
is to pass for normal rates. The types which 
concern us from the fire insurance aspect 
can be conveniently classified as set out 
below. 


Again, following the basic principle that 
the fire premium must be commensurate 


with the risk, the Standards of Construc- 
tion of the Offices penalise hazardous 
construction but also allow substantial 
reductions for fire resistance of walls, 
floors and roofs according to the materials 
used. 


What may be called the Normal Standard 
(Standard V in insurance parlance) 
requires, inter alia, a roof conforming to 
one of several specifications of which the 
following relate to thermal insulation. 


Approved Deck Roofs 


Insulated Deck Roofs approved by 
Insurance Companies: 


1. Metal channelled deck with fibre- 
board insulating overlay, provided there 
be at least 50 per cent. contact between 
deck and fibreboard and that the 
channels acting as air ducts be capped 
at the ends with raetal closure pieces. 
It is therefore essential to specify 
closure pieces if this type of roof is used. 
Manufacturers are well aware of this 
requirement. 


2. Aluminium/glass wool 
deck. 


sandwich 


3. Asbestos cement channelled deck 
(combined sheets or cavity decking) 
with glass wool insulation blanket. 
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4. Glass wool rigid panels with 


gypsum concrete overlay. 


5. Continuous steel or aluminium 
deck with fibreboard overlay without 
air space finished externally with the 
usual overlay of multi-layer bituminous 
felt. 


6. Wood-wool/cement slabs with bitu- 
minous overlay provided that 


(a) The slabs are at least 2 in. thick; 
(b) the material conforms to BS 1105; 


(c) the slabs are separated from the 
bituminous overlay by 4 in. cement 
slurry. 

It will be seen that roofs based on 
compressed straw slabs (one type has 
Class I grading under BS 476) are not 
included amongst the roofs approved 
under Standard V. 


Footnote: The opinions expressed in this 
article are the personal conclusions of the 
writer based on general experience, and do 
not represent the actual attitude of any 
specific insurance company, although the 
principles laid down would be generally 
followed in assessing the fire risk of insulating 
materials.

News of the Week: 


Outdoor Advertising 


MR. BROOKE, Minister of Housing 

and Local Government, met repre- 
sentatives of industry, commerce, adver- 
tising interests and local authority and 
amenity associations on July 3, to discuss 
ways and means of preventing and curing 
‘clutter’ on business premises—displays 
of advertisements regarded as excessive 
and ill-sited. He decided to suggest a 
procedure under which a code of stand- 
ards for outdoor advertising might be 
evolved. 

The Outdoor Advertising Industry 
Advisory Committee, led by Lord Luke, 
proposed that a technical advisory com- 
mittee should be set up to prepare a code 
of standards, and that the advertisement 
regulations should be reviewed in the 
light of it. Local authority representa- 
tives intimated that they would wish to 
be represented on any committee which 
sought to evolve a code. They also 
doubted whether a universal code could 
satisfactorily be applied to local con- 
ditions which only the authority could 
assess. 


Electronics in Surveying 


Evectronic calculating equipment, 
using data put into punch cards, has just 
been used successfully in connection 
with the preparation of bills of quanti- 
ties for Binley Comprehensive School, 
Coventry (City Architect, Mr. Arthur 
Ling, FRIBA; Schools Architect, Mr. W. 
Kretchmer, ARIBA). The system used 
is based on a ‘unit quantity” method of 
measurement and has been devised by 
Mr. J. E. Cooke, ARICS, a partner in 
the firm of Bridgewater and Coulton, 
chartered quantity surveyors.

Preserving Regency Brighton 


THE Minister of Works, Mr. Hugh 
Molson, MP, on the recommendation of 
the Historic Buildings Council for 
England, is to allocate an annual sum of 
£1,000 for the purpose of preserving the 
architectural features of the finest of the 
Regency terraces of Brighton and Hove. 
The grant is conditional on the Brighton 
and Hove town councils putting up sums 
equal to the Minister’s contributions 
towards the repair of properties in their 
respective boroughs. 

The Historic Buildings Council will 
consider each individual case on the 
recommendation of the local authorities, 
who will have the advice of the Regency 
Society of Brighton and Hove; and, in 
practice, half the amount of each 
historic building grant will be contributed 
by the local authority concerned and half 
by the Minister. 

Though the total sum of £2,000 a year 
may seem modest, states the Ministry, 
it is felt that useful work can be done in 
preserving such decorative architectural 
features of the terraces as the balconies, 
bow windows, trellisage and so on, which 
are peculiarly characteristic of Regency 
buildings, and which are at present 
gradually disappearing, largely because 
owners lack the means to maintain them. 
A balcony removed as unsafe, or a bow- 
shaped window replaced, say, by a 
canted bay with straight sides to save the 
additional expense of reinstatement, 
destroys the harmony of the whole 
terrace.

H. Livermore) expressed the hope 
that the committee would see to it that 
no improper use was made of the 
properties owned by it. ‘I understand,’ 
he added, ‘that there had been a ten- 
dency in the committee to relax its efforts 
in securing better taste in regard to the 
design of buildings and coloured signs 
and lettering. I do hope there will be no 
further relaxation of this kind.’

Land as an Investment for 
the Future 


y I HAVE been thinking for some time 

now that we are either at or near 
the watershed of the post-war peried of 
inflation and _ shortages,’ said Mr. 
Harotp WiIncoTT, editor of the 
Investors’ Chronicle, in giving the prin- 
cipal address on ‘The Development of 
Land as an Investment for the Future,’ 
at the annual conference of the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors, in 
Exeter on July 2. 

Mainly because of inflation, said Mr. 
Wincott, the assumption in all invest- 
ment transactions in the post-war period 
had been: ‘I may be a mug to pay this 
price but I’m sure there’s a bigger mug 
somewhere down the line.’ And generally 
there had been. But from now on 
‘caution — and skill — are going to 
become more necessary than they have 
been in the past, and in particular I 
emphasise skill: skill, for example, in 
choosing the right location for 
development.’ 

At the same time Mr. Wincott believed 
that those interested in the development 
of land as an investment for the future 
could look forward to several stimulating 
factors. The concept of a doubling of 
the standard of living every 25 years, he 
pointed out, could not be achieved unless 
physical investment, in which the 
development of land must play an 
important part, was sustained at a high 
level. We lived in the age of great and 
costly technological progress, and 
because of our dependence on exports 
‘it is absolutely imperative that we shall 
modernise and modernise’ in industry. 

Nor must we fall into the common trap 
of thinking that it was only the worker 
with his hands who was going to achieve 
this rising standard of life. ‘The more 
advanced a community becomes, the 
more emphasis it places on services — 
on shops and offices, for example.’ At 
much the same time that Mr. Harold 
Wilson, the ‘ shadow’ Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, was criticising the building 
of what he called ‘ luxury offices’ in the 
City of London and elsewhere, Mr. 
Wincott pointed out, Mr. Victor Yates, 
MP, a Labour back-bencher, was con- 
ducting an inquiry into the working 
conditions of clerks and others in the 
nineteenth-century buildings in which 
many of them still worked — and was 
appalled at those conditions. ‘I think 
he was right to be appalled,’ commented 
Mr. Wincott. 

Mr. Wincott believed the necessary 
savings to finance future development 
would be forthcoming, mainly because 
the institutional investors, the insurance 
companies and pension funds, were 
becoming more and more property- 
minded, and ‘real-value minded. ‘i 
base this view partly on the simple fact 





that property investment is less obvious 
than Stock Exchange mvestment. 

‘The Stock Exchange these days lives 
a gold-fish-bowl life. Its every move- 
ment was recorded day by day—some- 
times misrecorded—in the Press. It was 
deeply mistrusted and disliked by large 
sections of the community. Company 
profits were regarded as evil, and divi- 
dends as something which were never 
really earned. ‘For many years now I 
have felt that the best hedges against 
inflation are the least obvious; they are 
to be found at Christies and Sotheby’s 
rather than in Throgmorton-street, but 
for the investor with the funds and the 
patience—and the development of land 
calls for essentially long-term views — 
property of the right kind seems to be a 
very attractive proposition.’ 


The Future of the Building 
Industry 


"THE RICS Conference, on July 2, 

heard the address by Mr. D. M. 
JEFFREYS, ARICS, on ‘ The Future Struc- 
ture of the Building Industry’ which 
won for its author the Chartered Sur- 
veyors’ Gold Medal and Prize for 1958. 
Following are extracts: 

‘It is impossible (said Mr. Jeffreys) to 
investigate the affairs of the building 
industry without rapidly coming to the 
conclusion that it is on the professional 
side that the weaknesses lie. The builder 
who makes mistakes finds himself in the 
office of the Official Receiver, the in- 
efficient architect and quantity surveyor 
are able to continue in business. The 
priceless gift of professionalism makes 
tremendous demands upon the architect 
and quantity surveyor for their work is 
little short of a moral obligation to the 
contractor. Even when they are in- 
efficient the building goes up just the 
same. 

‘The future of the building industry in 
this country depends upon the action 
which the professions take now. If they 
recognise and begin to eradicate their 
faults the system, as we know it to-day, 
will not continue its slide into disrepute, 
but will become the best system of letting 
contracts and building in the world. If 
the present faults are unchecked there is 
little doubt that the builder will ulti- 
mately control building, the builder will 
be his own architect, his own quantity 
surveyor. It is, of course, fundamental to 
architecture that the builder must build 
what the architect wants, and this very 
principle is to-day in the balance. Simi- 
larly, fair and competitive tendering de- 
pend largely upon the quantity surveyor’s 
presence. When he ceases to exist as an 
independent party, the client will have 
lost his best assurance of value for 
money. 

‘The architect must take the lead. He 
is the leader, and to set the example is 
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not just his privilege, it is his duty. The 
builder is tired of waiting and time is 
short. 

‘What does the builder want? He 
wants every drawing before he takes 
possession of the site; he wants drawings 
that work. The architect finds it difficult 
thus to pre-plan partly because of the 
whims of his client (who, in any case, 
would profit greatly from pre-planning), 
partly because he cannot yet trust the 
quantity surveyor’s cost planning and 
estimating, partly because he is not con- 
vinced that pre-planning will increase the 
speed and reduce the cost of building. 
Yet every year more builders are offering 
an all-in service scheme solely because, 
as architects will not pre-plan for them, 
they intend to do it for themselves. 

‘What is needed is a summit meeting 
between architects, builders and quantity 
surveyors. Having thus learned the needs 
of the builder, architecture must devise 
a method of making pre-planning obli- 
gatory upon its members and a date for 
its introduction must be named. When 
the builder receives all the drawings 
before he enters the site, he will agree to 
an abbreviated Standard Method of 
Measurement which in its turn will allow 
the quantity surveyor time to work on 
the final accounts. Pre-planning is the 
only answer to our problems if to-day’s 
contract procedure is to continue. With- 
out pre-planning, the builder will gradu- 
ally but very firmly take command. To- 
day, we in the professions are not just 
making a living, we are making history 
—and our workmanship leaves much to 
be desired.’ 

Mr. Jeffreys then suggested a frame- 
work for the building industry but before 
doing so stated briefly the events and in- 
fluences which he felt were likely to act 
upon the industry in the next half- 
century. 


The Metric System 


‘Assuming that peace is maintained,’ 
he said, ‘it looks like being a delicately 
preserved one. Under such conditions I 
feel we may become, progressively, and 
by small steps only, richer than we are 
to-day, but that economically our nose 
is never going to be very much above 
water level. Life will be a succession 
of challenges, and we must be thankful 
for that. Under these conditions, it does 
not seem unreal to assume that no one 
political party will remain in power for 
many years before being voted into 
opposition, and for this reason I do 
not foresee nationalisation of the build- 
ing industry in the near, or even in the 
middle-distant, future. Aesthetically our 
main influences will continue to flow, I 
believe, from Europe, and these will be 
given extra life by the European Com- 
mon Market. We can expect building 
and planning to become more European- 
ised and in consequence I believe the 
adoption in England of the metric system 
will not be long delayed. This particular 
pill, when we have the courage to 
— it, will make life easier for us 


“Under these conditions, then, what 
course is the British building industry 
likely to take ? There appear to be four 
possibilities.

is a very real possibility. It is not easy 
in England to upset a status quo. There 
are, after all, architects, quantity sur- 
veyors and builders to-day who do not 
wish to see revised the system which they 
know. Human nature being what it is, 
they are unlikely to change their minds. 
Only the grave will cure the hunchback. 
But let us face it, if our system does 
not change—and it need not—then we 
shall continue to plan badly and to build 
wastefully. We may, if we wish, con- 
tinue to brush the facts under the rug. 
The choice is ours. 

* Secondly, and this I see as the likeliest 
trend, we may find the builder calling 
the tune. Already the all-in service 
schemes of the bigger builders are well 
known. And, to the client, very attractive 
they sound. No outside architect, no 
independent quantity surveyor and no 
consultants, all with their concomitant 
fees. Above ali, no delayed final account 
(I am tempted to add “just an 
unexpectedly . large one delivered 
promptly ”"—for if this has not happened 
yet, it will). Here is all the seduction of 
the self-service store, and whoever came 
out of a self-service store without having 
spent too much ? And where will archi- 
tecture be, if the builder is in control ? 
Be careful, architects, lest you are so 
busy honouring your forbears that you 
forget your duty to your contemporaries. 

* Thirdly, there are those who foresee 
the present-day quantity surveyor 
developing into a building consultant, a 
liaison between public and architect, a 
man who would recommend an architect 
to his client, prepare bills of quantities, 
administer contracts, prepare final 
accounts. It could not happen to-day, 
indeed I find it difficult to foresee a time 
when the architect will or even should 
surrender so much of his sovereignty, 
but the idea remains. It is not dead yet. 

‘Lastly, and surely least likely, we may 
resort to the American system of tender- 
ing by which each contractor tenders on 
a full set of drawings and a specification. 
Pre-planning is there, but the wasteful- 
ness of this system is obvious even to 
the layman. Among all the many 
advanced techniques which have come 
out of America, here surely is one 50 
years behind the times. 

‘For the general contract—and I must 
repeat that there will always be need 
for special contracts outside the normal 
run—the choice seems to lie between 
accepting the all-in service scheme or 
improving on our present methods. To 
the man who wants to see good archi- 
tecture and to the man who wants to 
see a fair price there is no choice, for 
to them the all-in service scheme is the 
kiss of death. 

‘And so to suggesting a future for the 
professional side of the building industry. 
In dealing for convenience with archi- 
tects and quantity surveyors separately 
it must not be forgotten that the two 
are inseparable, that the problems of 
each are the problems of both. 


The Architect's Future 


‘ Architecture, as I see it, is faced with 
two colossal problems,’ Mr. Jeffreys con- 
tinued. ‘ Parallel problems they are, for 
they do not appear to meet in the middle 


or at either end. The architect’s first 
task is to interest me, as a layman, in 
architecture; his second to convince me, 
aS a quantity surveyor, that he is the 
master of both the client and the builder, 
that he knows where he is going, that 
he possesses not just the Technicolor 
and three-dimensional eye of the artist 
but those qualities which the advertise- 
ments call “ drive and initiative ” as well. 

*I am a businessman. I work in a 
city. I never look at buildings or notice 
what shops are like above the shop 
window level. We have some churches 
in our city—‘ fine old churches” is a 
phrase that comes to mind, one often 
sees it in the local papers—but I have 
no idea how old the churches are or 
what is fine about them. That new 
insurance office with stone columns each 
side of the entrance and a green marble 
step, I thought that was a fine building, 
but the other day in the bus somebody 
called it dull. Not that one cares, one 
knows what one likes—but the chap who 
called it dull was wearing a bow tie, and 
he had a “left bank” beard. Could he 
be right ? Could I be out of step ? 

“We just don’t know, do we? The 
Englishman is not, by nature, an artist. 
He does not live in a land of grace. On 
matters of taste he is not discriminating. 
He shows little interest in the buildings 
around him, in what John Betjeman has 
called “ that constantly interesting public 
gallery which is open day and night.” He 
exists in an industrialised, smoky land, 
punctuated often by ponderous, untidy 
buildings of the industrial revolution and 
after, houses and factories and offices 
built to keep up with the Albert and 
Victoria Jones’s. It is not easy to appre- 
ciate architecture when you commute 
each day from a home of Stockbroker’s 
Tudor to an office of Director’s Roman. 


Architect as Leader 


‘So the first need of architecture is to 
woo the man in the street and his son 
in the state school. When they can 
recognise buildings as they can recognise 
cars on the road or aeroplanes in the sky 
they will be, without knowing it, better 
clients; they will have a greater respect 
for the architect, they will listen to what 
he has to say, they will agree that it is 
cheaper to rub out a pencil line than to 
knock down a 9-in. wall and, who knows, 
they may one day insist that their build- 
ing be pre-planned before even the 
quantity surveyor begins his work. But I 
am drunk with the excitement of it all. 
We must return to 1958. 

‘The problem of how the architect is 
to re-assume control as leader of the 
building team is for him a problem of 
life and death. The architect as we know 
him to-day is very ill. In fact he does not 
know how ill he is. He does not 
know that only one thing is going to 
save him, that he needs a rare American 
drug. A drug called Pre-planning. With- 
out it he will die. The family doctor 
who lives in Portland-place will give it 
to him—he has been suggesting it for 
years—in fact he is the only man who 
can give it to him. Maybe an American 
nurse will come across to supervise the 
administration of the first few injections, 
even hold the patient’s hand. But beware, 
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this drug can have queer effects. It is 
dangerous to exceed the stated dose. It 
even goes to the head and has been 
known to bring on mild megalomania. 
The quantity surveyor waiting outside in 
the thermoplastic-tiled corridor rinsing 
his hands like Uriah Heep and saying, “ I 
told you so,” must look out. He may find 
the patient’s door wrenched open and an 
irate architect kicking him down the 
corridor and out into the cold muttering 
something that sounds like, “Get out, 
you fifth wheel to the coach.” No, we 
must take pre-planning as prescribed, but 
we must take it, and we must start soon. 


* Tomorrow’s Architects’ 


‘How can pre-planning best be intro- 
duced ? Surely through the architectural 
school. I see signs and I have hopes 
(sketchy signs, faint hopes) that the prac- 
tising architect will soon institute pre- 
planning on some, at least, of his con- 
tracts. This is good. The highest towers 
start from the ground. One might 
ecommend to architects in this con- 
nection the recent statement by that most 
quotable of all present-day politicians, 
Mr. Krushchev, “If you cannot catch 
a berd of paradise, better take a wet 
hen,” anything is better than nothing. 

‘But it is to the architectural schools 
that we must look for a lead, for their 
students are tomorrow’s architects, their 
teaching tomorrow's architectural prac- 
tice. They should give immediate and 
serious consideration to introducing the 
subject of pre-planning into their cur- 
ricula, to treating pre-planning for what 
it must become, a sine qua non, a golden 
rule like putting the larder on the cold 
side and not building near poplar trees. 
The student must be taught that only 
when he can pre-plan will he be a leader 
—a real leader, and not the follow-me- 
I’'m-right-behind-you type. The quantity 
surveyor would like to see the fifth-year 
student of architecture not designing a 
motel for a west country motor-way but 
pre-planning and writing a specification 
for an underground convenience in a 
city near a factory. By all means teach 
the architect to live with his head in the 
clouds, but only if both his feet are on 
the ground. By all means teach him to 
be an artist, to step back from time to 
time to consider his canvas, but remind 
him that the quantity surveyor must not 
see the picture until all the touching up 
is finished. 

‘It may be assumed that pre-planning 
when introduced will bring changes to 
the architect’s office. Individual offices 
may tend to become larger, the number 
of smaller firms may diminish. Certainly, 
pre-planning will bring a tendency for 
architects to incorporate within their 
own offices engineers and other consul- 
tants and it may hasten the time when 
architects specialise, a trend already seen 
in local government offices. Specification 
writing must inevitably be linked to pre- 
planning and this may be undertaken by 
one department at each office instead of 
by individual architects. There are 
obvious advantages here. 

* Next, contract administration and site 
control will be of infinite importance, for 
the contractor will be working to an 
hour-by-hour schedule. There is an art 
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in the writing of unambiguous instruc- 
tions, and the prompt issuing of such 
variation orders (and then only when 
unavoidable) will become one of the 
major duties of architects on a pre- 
planned contract. Any hesitancy, any 
ambiguity, will bring a claim, indeed it 
is unlikely that any variation order on a 
pre-planned contract will be priced, as 
it is to-day, at rates in the bill of quanti- 
ties. 

* Finally, and perhaps most important 
of all, we shall need a very high standard 
of supervision by the clerk of works. 
Let us hope he will be given a better 
title—something like site or contract 
supervisor perhaps—which will carry 
with it more money, more honour and a 
rise in the social scale—if there still is 
one. It is to be hoped, too, that he will 
be assisted by architectural students 
encouraged to spend less vacation time 
thumbing lifts to Denmark and Italy and 
more learning their job on the building 
sites of England. 


The Quantity Surveyor’s Role 

*I have criticised architects; I believe 
other quantity surveyors share many of 
my views. I have criticised because I 
believe that there is a very strong danger 
of the architect being ignored and by- 
passed by builders both big and small 
in the next 50 years and I am not at 
all certain that he either allows that this 
is SO or recognises the full danger behind 
the threat. But let us turn to his colleague, 
the quantity surveyor. What of him ? 

* First, what is he like ? Well, he is a 
creature of habit, well-dressed in an in- 
offensive way, a team man, quiet, a little 
on the interesting side of dull but some 
way from being wildly exciting. He 
understands builders and architects as 
much as One can understand builders and 
architects, but life has taught him not 
to be too trusting of either—or anybody. 
He is the cat who walks by himself. He 
works hard and sometimes very hard, his 
hours are unconventional, in periods of 
stress he refers to the bottle and to the 
cigarette. His work shapes him like a 
mould. Politically he is probably a little 
to the right of middle. He has read about 
the Liberal revival. His appetite for news- 
papers lies somewhere between The 
Times and The Manchester Guardian 
with a pinch perhaps of Tanfield’s Diary 
to taste. He prefers Panorama to The 
Six-Five Special; he is undecided about 
Bernard Braden. He is fond of animals. 
His car is a few years old now, he is 
subject to ulcers, worth more dead than 
alive, and his jokes appeal mainly to 
quantity surveyors. He is no extremist 
—he is neither hot or cold, rich or poor, 
saint or sinner, happy or sad. He must be 
content, because if you ask him if he 
enjoys his work he smiles. It is a pity 
that he is usually a little too busy to put 
down his pen and to wonder if it is all 
worth it. 

“This is the man who must begin to 
mend his ways, although in fairness I 
must put it on record that many quantity 
surveyors are aware that their profession 
is due for fundamental changes. Others 
need a thunderflash beneath their chairs. 

What changes do we need? First we 
must revise the Standard Method of 


Measurement which has for too long now 
been allowed to flourish like an unpruned 
rose. We cannot expect any major 
revisions until pre-planning is popularised, 
for only when they are given the oppor- 
tunity to tender on drawings and bill of 
quantities together will contractors agree 
to a simplified method of measurement. 
An interim revised edition of the Standard 
Method of Measurement would serve to 
clear the air. We must scrap some of 
the tiny items, the small mortices, the 
ten-second labours, and at the same time 
standardise phraseology (“not exceeding,” 
“less than,” etc.) and wherever possible 
standardise minimum deduction sizes 
throughout all trades. Particularly let 
us always have our ears cocked for any 
mention of the introduction of the metric 
system into England. The metric system 
and pre-planning together will give us a 
precious opportunity to compose a 
realistic Standard Method of Measure- 
ment. Who would say there are not signs 
that even this opportunity will be lost? 

*The Conditions of Contract are 
already under review. This is a docu- 
ment which has weathered some storms, 
shipped a little water, but seen the worst 
holes plugged by the issue of Practice 
Notes. Defects already noted will pre- 
sumably not occur in a revised version 
otherwise we cannot expect or even 
demand any but relatively minor changes, 
for the Conditions of Contract are struc- 
turally sound. 

‘It is in the routine work of quantity 
surveyors’ offices that the changes must 
occur. Somehow the quantity surveyor 
must find a way of collating cost informa- 
tion, of estimating accurately, of pricing 
variation orders when they are issued 
and of settling final accounts with 
despatch—all this in addition to his daily 
work of preparing bills of quantities. 
Only pre-planning and a_ simplified 
Standard Method of Measurement will 
ever give him sufficient time and oppor- 
tunity to make the best of himself and 
it is quite clearly the duty of the quantity 
surveying profession to make this plain 
to the building industry. To-day the 
quantity surveyor is spending perhaps a 
third of his time doing work which is not 
directly useful but which is necessary for 
him to do — measuring from an over- 
complicated Standard Method, assuming 
and drawing details which do not appear 
on architects’ eighth scale drawings. He 
does not like to do these things, but 
neither does he wish to see himself doing 
only the work his father did—taking out 
quantities, making recommendations for 
interim payments, preparing final 
accounts. Many quantity surveyors are 
actively engaged both in the office and 
after office hours in thrashing out a 
method of giving the architect the facts 
he needs when he most needs them. These 
new terms—‘‘cost research” “cost 
planning,” “cost analysis,” “ elemental 
bills” and “the private study group ”"— 
are all symbols of the attempt being made 
by some quantity surveyors to be of 
genuine assistance to architects, to show 
a sincerity which is more than lip. deep. 
No more well-turned phrases, no more 
considered opinions. Architects want 
facts; facts are still as rare as bags of 
gold. We must find them. 
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‘How are we quantity surveyors to 
reduce the volume of work in our offices 
sufficiently to be able to price variation 
orders as they are issued and to keep 
pace with final accounts? By our present 
method we cannot, and this is a sore 
thumb of a fact. Again only pre-plan- 
ning, which will mean fewer variation 
orders, and a revised method of measure- 
ment will give us this opportunity, but 
we could perhaps give some consideration 
to our present methods. Does not our 
training and its accent on meticulous 
accuracy perhaps inhibit our middle age? 
Could we not use our professional skill 
a little more in the preparation of final 
accounts to balance, without measuring 
them, adds against omits? A few shillings 
never matter, a few pounds may—and 
may not. Would not both the client and 
the builder sometimes be happier to see 
an answer accurate to within 2 per cent., 
given in three months than one “ quite” . 
accurate in 12—or 36? Do clients who 
spend millions really care about 50 up or 
down or is it we who care, unnecessarily, 
on their behalf? These are some 
questions to which we might give con- 
sideration, although speeding the final 
account is but one of a number of ways 
by which the quantity surveyor can seek 
to reduce building costs. What is certain 
is that this constant striving to see that 
the client gets value for money, combined 
with ceaseless propaganda that no 
quantity surveyor can be fully efficient 
unless served by an efficient architect and 
an up-to-date Standard Method of 
Measurement must be the immediate pre- 
occupations of the quantity surveying 
profession. 


The Form of Joint Action 


‘It is so much more difficult to be 
constructive than to criticise. What form 
could any joint action by architects and 
quantity surveyors take? 

* First there must be general agreement 
between them that action is needed. This 
itself may‘ not be easily obtained. Next, 
a summit conference between architects, 
quantity surveyors and builders would 
give the professional man a thorough and 
up-to-date knowledge of the builder’s 
problems. Following such a conference, 
the creation of a School of Building 
Administration, a Staff College at which 
all architects, quantity surveyors and 
builders should attend — with expenses 
paid—short courses to learn of, and to 
discuss common problems, is surely what 
is needed. At the same time architects 
and quantity surveyors and builders must 
put their heads together to decide how 
best to introduce pre-planning as standard 
practice, how best to abbreviate the 
Standard Method of Measurement and 
upon what day these two major changes 
can be introduced. These are the 
immediate targets. 

“Meanwhile, until and unless they 
unite in positive action the architect and 
quantity surveyor will remain as we see 
them to-day, hamstrung, hand in hand, a 
little bewildered still at the brashness of 
builders. Neither seems fully aware of 
the immensity of their common problem 
—a problem compared with which the 
elemental bill, cost planning, the pro- 
liferance of P.C. sums and a dozen others 
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are mere satellites; minor problems which 
will only be solved satisfactorily when the 
major one, the need for organisation and 
leadership on the professional side of the 
building industry, is itself resolved. 
Never was it more urgent for architects 
and quantity surveyors to understand the 
changing scene, to examine their methods, 
to accept and to expose and to eradicate 
their weaknesses. The future looks 
tough, and divided we shall fall.’ 


Introduction to Discussions 


N introduction to the discussion 
groups was given on the Thursday 
morning by Mr. Henry W. WELLS, CBE, 
FRICS, who said that the two prin- 
cipal papers had something in common, 
although on such very different subjects. 
The Gold Medal paper was, of course, 
pleading for a better administrative 
structure in the building industry, while 
Mr. Wincott’s paper had as its principal 
message the need for the construction of 
modern industrial and commercial build- 
ings. Both were looking into the future 
and both were realistic papers in the 
sense that they accepted the difficulties 
of contemporary life. 


* There are,’ he continued, ‘ two things 
in particular which we must remember 
if we wish to be realistic. First, that 
both the present and the future are 
uncertain. They are uncertain because 
of the speed of technological advance, 
because we as a country, and probably 
the whole world, no longer feel secure 
and because our form of democracy 
brings unpredictable changes. Uncer- 
tainty produces indecision, which in turn 
produces more uncertainty. In order to 
minimise initial dither in our discussions, 
. I suggest that we make certain 
assumptions. For example, that there 
will not be an atomic war. To assume 
otherwise will reduce all your thoughts 
to devastation. 


‘ Personal Faith Not Enough’ 


“Secondly, being realistic means that 
no longer can we do things simply 
because we have faith in our personal 
views. We have to do what the masses 
want. We must conform. This is the 
age of expediency and compromise as 
well as of the common man. The fact 
now is that if, for example, I was con- 
vinced, following a visit from a prophet, 
that the milk yield of cows would be 
increased if they were milked upside 
down, I would not be allowed to advo- 
cate the experiment because the Ministry 
of Agriculture, encouraged by the 
RSPCA, would lock me up first. But if, 
after discussing the matter with them, I 
compromised and agreed to milk cows 
while they were lying on their sides 
instead of upside down or standing up, I 
would as likely as not be hailed as a 
genius. Furthermore, it would not be 
surprising if everybody were to believe 
that the milk yield did increase when 
cows were milked on their sides. The 
fact that this procedure was a compro- 
mise might be enough to make it right. 
The discussion groups should therefore 
remember that only suggestions which 
have gone through the process of “ being 


compromised” are likely to receive 
public acclaim. There is, alas, no room 
in our modern society for “ bright ideas ” 
—or visitations from prophets. So when 
we discuss “ standards,” as some of the 
discussion groups will, we should remem- 
ber that the only standards which have 
any hope of being accepted—and there- 
fore of qualifying as “ realistic” — are 
those which are a compromise of every- 
body’s idea as to what those standards 
should be.’ 

Looking at Discussion Group (a) which 
was concerned with Standards of Farm 
Equipment, said Mr. Wells, he had a feeling 
that for many years we in Great Britain had 
concentrated on stock-breeding and had built 
up the most highly mechanised farming in 
the world from the point of view of imple- 
ments used, but we continued to put up with 
old buildings—patching and tinkering with 
them. Perhaps the right solution was tem- 
porary buildings which could be quickly 
written off and replaced when new tech- 
niques made them outmoded. That might 
be the right compromise. 


The Future of Building 


The second group was to discuss the sub- 
ject that has been awarded the Gold Medal 
paper—The Future Structure of the Building 
Industry. ‘I do not need to add any fuel 
to the fire which no doubt that paper has 
already started,’ declared Mr. Wells. ‘ But 
judging from my experience of the building 
industry, I would say that it kas one major 
fault: this is an inferiority complex which I 
believe to be unjustified. This complex re- 
veals itself in the many papers read and 
committees set up to consider various aspects 
of the industry's organisation’ This is all un- 
healthy introspection. There are bad archi- 
tects, bad quantity surveyors and bad 
builders, as there are bad workmen in any 
walk of life. But carefully choose your pro- 
fessional men, ask them to negotiate a con- 
tract with a responsible firm of contractors 
and you will have no trouble. I personally 
like negotiated contracts because I like to 
know who will be the contractor before the 
job has started. The trouble is, however, that 
the private employer is generally not keen 
on this procedure and public authorities are 
scared of being accused of favouritism. It 
seems to me the industry and its structure 
are all right. It is the customers who are 
wrong,’ said the speaker. 


Group (c) was concerned with Research 
in Building. There was only one aspect of 
this subject to which he would like to 
call attention. It arose out of an official visit 
he had made to the USSR about a month ago 
in order to study, inter alia, Russian building 
methods. ‘There are not many Russian 
tricks which we would be wise to copy,’ said 
Mr. Wells, ‘and on the whole they are 
behind us in building technique, except pos- 
sibly in one important respect. They appear 
to me to have carried research into prefabri- 
cation further than we have.... It seems to 
me that the Russians are in the process of 
breaking away entirely from traditional 
methods of building. Ought we to carry 
prefabrication further? I therefore pose the 
question—is research in this field adequate? ’ 

The fourth discussion group had to con- 
sider Standards of Amenity and Planning. 
‘ The first task of this group is,” Mr. Wells 
suggested, ‘to clarify what they are to dis- 
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cuss. I do not believe that anybody has yet 
satisfactorily defined the word “ amenity” 
in this context. I suggest for the considera- 
tion of the group that amenity denotes, in 
relation to planning, the provision of aes- 
thetic or material luxuries in urban develop- 
ment. According to the dictionary, a luxury 
means “something provided for pleasure 
at noticeable cost,” and “a _ desirable 
thing that can be done without.” I 
shall be interested to hear if the group can 
find a better definition. I expect that the 
second problem before this group will be to 
look for our old friends the “com- 
promises.”’ These were not only com- 
promises between cost and desirability but 
also between one kind of amenity and 
another. 


Land Development 


Group (e), the speaker continued, was con- 
cerned with the Economics of Land Develop- 
ment. In some other countries, land eco- 
nomics had developed as a recognised branch 
of applied economics. In the days when the 
law of supply and demand controlled 
development, the developer felt his way 
empirically. Today the large-scale developer 
could not fall back on that economic law 
as the ‘ governor,’ which went some way to 
ensure that he did not over-reach himself, 
because the State had, rightly or wrongly, 
so interfered with economic laws that they 
were not always permitted to work. As a 
consequence, the economics of land develop- 
ment had these days to be consciously 
studied. 


The Conference Dinners 


FXETER'S need of a large public hall 

and more adequate hotel accommoda- 
tion was spotlighted by the Institution’s 
visit. Because the existing Civic Hall— 
described by critics as the Civic Barn— 
lacks the amenities and facilities for larger 
gatherings, members could not meet under 
one roof. The Institution could not, in fact, 
have met in Exeter had not the University 
and St. Luke’s College come to the rescue. 
The main meeting place was the College, 
where the theatre and lecture rooms were 
used, and the University halls of residence 
were excellent substitutes for hotels. 

The largest hotel in the city—the Rouge- 
mont—was inadequate for a single sitting of 
members and their guests. Consequently, 
there was a dinner on two consecutive nights. 
City representatives were the principal 
official guests at the first and there was 
county representation at the second. 

Mr. Francis Fleury, accompanied by Mrs. 
Fleury, was in the chair at each dinner and 
explained why one dinner was impossible. 
He expressed gratitude to the city, the Uni- 
versity and the College for co-operation in 
making the conference such a success. 


Apart from the loyal toasts, the only 
toast was that of ‘Our Guests,’ and the pro- 
posers, SiR KENNETH ATKINSON (Thursday) 
and Mr. C. D. Piccuer (Friday) entertained 
the diners with model after-dinner speeches, 
in which humour predominated.

High Buildings and the Royal Parks 


(THE fifteenth report of the Royal Fine 

Art Commission, now published 
(Cmnd. 447, HMSO, price Is.), touches 
on a wide variety of subjects including 
threats to the amenities of the Royal 
Parks, War Department building, prob- 
lems of the countryside, building pro- 
jects in the provinces, new buildings in 
old settings, preservation, outdoor adver- 
tising, street furniture and speculative 
housing. Following are extracts from 
the report: 


The Royal Parks 


The Commission has always been anxious 
that this unique series of open spaces in the 
heart of the metropolis shall be preserved 
both from encroachment and from unsuit- 
able development on the fringes. 

The terraces around Regent’s Park form an 
integral part of this famous piece of land- 
scape planning, and their preservation is, in 
the Commission’s view, a matter of national 
importance. The retention of some of the 
terraces, however, depends, under present 
arrangements, on satisfactory schemes for 
conversion being put forward by private 
developers. If these are not forthcoming, 
the survival of the terraces may again be 
in doubt. In such circumstances, the Crown 
Estate Commissioners have, in our view, a 
direct responsibility to find other means for 
preserving them. 

The proposal to relieve congestion in 
Park Lane by reserving it for southbound 
traffic and taking all northbound traffic along 
a remodelled East Carriage Drive is open 
to objection for several reasons. It takes a 
wide strip from the Park; it breaks the cir- 
cuit for private vehicles within the Park; it 
may well prove no more than a palliative 
in dealing with a problem that in the end 
calls for a much more radical solution; and 
it sets a precedent for further encroachment 
at some later date both here and elsewhere. 

In spite of our misgivings about the 
scheme in principle we recognise the need 
for improvement at Marble Arch and Hyde 
Park Corner, though we are anxious that 
any changes at the latter junction shall pre- 
serve the continuity of grass and trees that 
links Hyde Park with the Green Park. If the 


rest of the scheme proceeds, we can only 
hope that all possible steps will be taken, 
not only to mitigate the damage done but to 
provide some compensation for the serious 
loss of amenity. 

Where new development is accepted on 
the fringes of the Parks, the Commission is 
concerned that it shall not disturb the almost 
rural atmosphere that is still to be found 
there. It would be an irreparable. loss to 
London, and indeed to the country as a 
whole, if these Parks were to become, like 
Central Park, New York, mere gaps in a 
solidly built-up area, with no real escape 
from the sight of bricks and mortar, or glass 
and concrete. It is mainly a question of the 
height of buildings. 

Elsewhere the Commission has accepted 
some increase in height, but if the character 
of the Parks is to be preserved it is essential, 
in our view, that this should be limited 
broadly to about 100 feet, as in Park Lane. 
Anything over this height is generally visible 
above the trees from many points in the 
Parks, and while the Commission would not 
object to a few taller structures in the form 
of towers or other special features, it would 
deplore a slab of building rising above the 
general level, as has been proposed recently 
in Park Lane and in Lancaster Gate. The 
mere description of such buildings, with their 
mass of windows illuminated at night, as 
towers does not make them any more 
acceptable. 


Imperial College Scheme 

A good example of the kind of structure 
that can be allowed to rise above and 
dominate its surroundings is the famous 
tower of the old Imperial Institute. We 
are glad that it has been found possible to 
incorporate it in the revised and greatly im- 
proved layout for the new Imperial College 
of Science and Technology. Another result 
of the reconsideration given to this important 
scheme, following the Commission’s inter- 
vention with the support of the London 
County Council, has been the proposal to 
redevelop Princes Gardens with hostel 
accommodation for the students. 

Apart from the damaging effect that high 
buildings in the wrong places may have on 
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the appearance of cities, there is a no less 
important loss of amenity arising from traffic 
congestion. The erection of large office 
blocks, whether above the normal height or 
not, in place of old sparsely tenanted build- 
ings is bound to increase the density of 
occupation and therefore traffic congestion. 
It may be necessary to consider a reduction 
in permitted floor space if the already in- 
tolerable conditions are mot to get worse. 

In our last seport, we referred to the need 
for stricter control of advertising. The 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
is now considering the issue of revised regu- 
lations that may strengthen the hand of 
planning authorities in this respect, but the 
designation of certain places as ‘areas of 
special control’ is to continue. While we 
welcome the improvements that have been 
proposed, we hope that it may be possible 
eventually to approach more nearly to the 
same limitations over a larger area. 

There is already a growing tendency to 
divide the country into Beauty Spots, Show 
Places, and so forth, on the one hand, and a 
devil-may-care ‘ subtopia ’ on the other. With 
proper attention by the authorities con- 
cerned, good professional advice and con- 
stant public vigilance, there is no reason 
why any part of the country, rural or urban, 
should be left in an unseemly state. 

We must also record once again our mis- 
givings with regard to speculative housing. 
Its layout is often of the lowest order. There 
is an alarming outcrop of ribbon develop- 
ment on the approach roads to our towns, 
which although often providing service 
roads to meet traffic requirements, makes a 
mean and shoddy introduction to the urban 
scene and drives the countryside still farther 
away. Speculative housing estates are stil] 
for the most part based on pre-war -semi- 
detached patterns; wasteful of land and 
destructive of local character. 

With regard to the design of dwellings 
many people hoped that the type of develop- 
ment that had appeared on the outskirts of 
all large towns between the two world wars 
would not be allowed to reappear with the 
return of normal conditions. These hopes 
have not been fulfilled. There may be less 
speculative building of this type, but what 
there is shows little improvement in design. 


REPAIRS TO A HOUSE ‘NOT 
WELL DONE’ 
Judge’s Assessment of Value of Work 


Mr. G. H. Bates, Sunny Bank, South 
Norwood, was sued by Messrs. Watson and 
Eliwood, Ltd., builders, Penge-road, South 
Norwood, for £125 for repairs to his house 
after storm damage. 

The builder’s solicitor, Mr. J. H. PHiLcox, 
said that defendant was insured against 
storm damage and had already received the 
£125 from the insurance company. 

Mr. Bates, who is a pensioner, told 
Judge B. R. Rice-Jones at Croydon County 
Court that the work was so badly done by 
the plaintiff's sub-contractor that he con- 
sidered they should be prosecuted. He said: 
‘If I can’t get justice I'll petition the Queen.’ 

Tue Jupce pointed out that the question 
had already been before a referee, who was 
a man of great experience and who had con- 
firmed the defendant’s claim that the work 
was not well done. He assessed its value 
at £50. Judgment was given for the plain- 
tiffs for £50 and for defendant on a counter- 
claim of £10. 


EVERYDAY THINGS 
By A. W. KENYON, CBE, FRIBA 
XXXVI.—Architects’ Records 


(GLANCING through an old copy of 

The Builder the other day, I came 
across a delightful article entitled ‘The 
Filing Room,’ by F. R. Jelley*, and as I 
read with nostalgia of Mr. Jelley’s brows- 
ings amongst his old papers in the disused 
air-raid shelter which served as his filing 
room, I thought of the elaborations which 
have crept into our office procedures 
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All this is simple enough, I know, 
once you have devised a system to cover 
it, provided the space necessary to accom- 
modate the bulk and the staff to keep it 
under control; but I am reminded that for 
an architect there is no such thing as 
‘dead’ filing, since all his buildings are 
presumably very much alive. 

Yesterday, I needed to look at the 
ground floor plan of a church I built 20 
years ago; tomorrow, I may want to see 
the contract documents for a hospital of 
similar vintage, whilst one of my assist- 
ants will probably want to ponder over 
full-size details of a 
wartime building we 
are now converting, 
and a client is asking 
us to tell him where I 
obtained the facing 
bricks which I used on 








his factory just after 
the first war.

efficiency.’ 


We fill our offices with suspended filing 
systems, card indexes, electric typewriters, 
adding machines, photographic copying 
machines and the rest. We have tele- 
phones and secretaries where once we 
had a clerk on a high stool; then we add 
dictating machines for good measure. 
And in the end what do we achieve? We 
just put up buildings as Christopher Wren 
did, but he did it with less fuss; although 
I grant that the buildings have become as 
full of mechanical elaborations as the 
offices which are apparently necessary to 
design them. 


It is both foolish and trite to speculate 
at this date on whether we really do 
things any better this way. Nothing ever 
is done as well as it used to be, we all 
know. It does interest me, however, to 
pause for a moment and think about the 
vast amount of records which a moder- 
ately busy architect accumulates over his 
years of practice. 


My secretary tells me that the filing 
system of an architect’s practice is more 
hard-worked than that of any other com- 
parable office. Not only must it accom- 
modate the standard requirements of any 
business office in the way of daily cor- 
respondence, diary notes, records of 
meetings and the rest, but it must also 
provide for contract documents, bills of 
quantities, hundreds of estimates, clerks 
of works’ reports, specifications, time 
records, trade literature of every shape 
and size, technical journals, and samples 
of everything under the sun: and all that, 
before we even start on the major 
problem of drawings, framed __per- 
spectives, models and photographs.

BIRMINGHAM HOUSING 
1959 Building Programme 


Turee blocks of flats, 12-storeyed, and 
costing £481,000, to be built in the grounds 
of the former Fox Hollies Hall, Birming- 
ham, are included in the city’s 1959 building 
programme. The £6,393,000 programme is 
for 2,650 dwellings, 27 shops and 1,000 
garages. It includes a £641,000 scheme for 
300 dwellings on 15 acres of land at Barnes 
Hill and a £213,000 project for 100 dwell- 
ings at Selly Oak. Fifty-two four-storey 
dwellings are planned for Sheldon Heath- 
road and 70 bungalows and maisonettes at 
Quinton Hall. 

The average all-in cost of each dwelling 
in the programme is estimated at £2,248, 
compared with £2,361 this year and £2,516 
last year. Eighty-three per cent. of the 
dwellings will be in buildings of three or 
more storeys and 31 per cent. of six or 
more storeys. 


HOUSING PROGRESS REPORT 
Completions in May 


Tue Housinc SuMMaRY presented to Par- 
liament as a White Paper (Cmd. 463, HMSO, 
price 3d.) jointly by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government and the Secretary of 
State for Scotland, shows that the number of 
permanent houses completed in Great Britain 
during May was 23,474 compared with 
27,726 in May, 1957.

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NATIONAL COLLEGE 
OF TECHNOLOGY 
Mr. Oddie Gives Support 


@ PEAKING at the annual meeting of the 

Yorkshire Educational Association for 
the Building Industry, Mr. Harry S. OppIE, 
President, Institute of Builders, said that 
there were welcome signs that the long- 
awaited National College of Technology 
would shortly be approved. He said its 
establishment in London would be appro- 
priate for the greater convenience of 
students from all parts of Britain and the 
Commonwealth, and the accessibility to the 
wealth of talent available to take up 
lectureships. 

‘I anticipate that all future craftsmen will 
be expected to have secured the City and 
Guilds Certificate in their own crafts,’ said 
Mr. Oddie, adding that he thought it was 
not too much to hope that for works of 
major importance the RIBA contract of the 
future would include a permissive clause 
stipulating that the site representative of the 
contractor should be an Associate of the 
Institute or equal qualification, similar to 
the qualification in civil engineering con- 
tracts which stipulated the employment of a 
qualified engineer. 

‘This need be no idle dream if industry 
is determined to make it a reality, he 
declared. 


Changes in Building Education 


IN AN ADDRESS to the conference held in 
connection with the annual meeting, MR. 
P. M. SHEPHERD, chairman of Council, 
said that although they were inspired by 
their predecessors they believed it was their 
duty to maintain their tradition of meeting 
the needs of today, and to that end they had 
reorganised their constitution and policy to 
fit present day conditions and requirements. 

*‘We are preparing our members for 
changes in building education and providing 
a lead in the solution of adult training 
problems,’ he said. ‘Recent examples of 
these activities are the week-end manage- 
ment courses for principals of building firms 
held in conjunction with the YFBTE, in 
1957 and this year. There is also the fore- 
man’s course similarly organised this year 
and earlier this year we held a week-end 
conference for teachers of building subjects 
to explain the new City and Guilds craft 
structure. 

‘The wide variety of the industry’s train- 
ing requirements make it difficult,’ Mr. 
Shepherd continued, ‘for it to find the 
necessary information in a compact and 
digestible form, but we are endeavouring to 
meet this need by our new Digest.’

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‘OVERSPILL’ v. HIGH FLATS 
‘New Towns Less Costly’ 


CAREFULLY considered memorandum 

by the Town and Country Planning 
Association (July issue, Town and Country 
Planning) shows that it costs considerably 
less to transfer an ‘ overspill’ of persons and 
industry to new towns than to rehouse them 
in high flats centrally. The saving, even 
after allowing for costs of closing central 
factories, losses on starting the new towns, 
and providing roads and public services, 
schools, and open spaces, is estimated at 
£925,000 on each 1,000 dwellings built (for 
3,300 persons). 

Half this amount is saved by the Ex- 
chequer in housing subsidies and grants; 
the other half by the city concerned. 

The memorandum was sent by the Town 
and Country Planning Association to Mr. 
Henry Brooke, MP, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, who agreed to have 
the figures checked. The comments of the 
Ministry are given in footnotes. The 
Ministry’s corrections (some but not all of 
which the TCPA accepts) would reduce the 
estimated saving from £925,000 to £675,000 
on the assumptions made in the memoran- 
dum. The TCPA stands by its estimate as 
revised. The Ministry comments, how- 
ever, that ‘a great many considerations, 
both social and economic, come into the 
question of dispersal which could not be 
evaluated in figures.’ 


NATIONAL FEDERATION 


‘Apprentices a Good Investment’ 


Mr. C. P. Howe.ts, National president, 
speaking at the half-yearly general meeting 
of the Liverpool Ragional Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, at Liverpool, on 
Tuesday, said that although the size of the 
building programme was unlikely to show 
any marked expansion for some months yet 
it would be unwise and short-sighted of 
building employers to restrict unduly the 
number of apprentices they recruit and train.

ADDRESSING the half-yearly general meet- 
ing of the North-Western Federation, at 
Rochdale, the following day (July 9), Mr. 
Howells made a plea for the reduction or 
abolition of Schedule ‘A’ tax. 

‘The stamp duty relief contained in the 
Budget,’ he said, * gave some encouragement 
to house purchasers but the Schedule “A” 
property tax remains a strong deterrent to 
those wishing to invest their savings in a 
home of their own. 

“A reduction in, or better still, the com- 
plete abolition of this tax so far as owner- 
occupiers are concerned would give a big 
fillip to house purchase.’

By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
Credit Squeeze Relaxed 
(THE CHANCELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER 
announced in the House of Commons 
on July 2 that he had decided that after the 
end of this month the banks need not restrict 
the total level of their advances to any given 
figure. He had also decided to exempt 
capital schemes of below £50,000 from con- 
sideration by the Capital Issues Committee. 

Control over total advances by the banks, 
said Mr. Amory, would be retained by 
normal monetary measures, reinforced by a 
new arrangement by which the Bank of 
England would, if need be, restrict the 
liquidity ratio of the banking system by 
calling for special deposits. 

Mr. Amory recalled what he had said a 
fertnight ago—when announcing increases in 
initial allowances—about the intention of 
keeping the Government’s economic policies 
flexible. The time had come, he said, when 
they could also safely make limited relaxa- 
tion in the control of borrowing without 
modifying the basic aims of the policy. 

*I have decided that I need not ask the 
banks to restrict the total level of their 
advances to any given figure after the end of 
July. For the future I hope to dispense with 
official requests to restrict total advances 
and to retain control over bank credit by 
normal monetary measures reinforced by a 
new arrangement under which the Bank of 
England will, if need be, restrict the liquidity 
of the banking system by calling for special 
deposits. 

*This will be a temporary arrangement 
pending the recommendations of the Rad- 
cliffe Committee, to whom we look. for 
advice about any permanent changes, But 
it will be available if in the meantime exist- 
ing monetary instruments are not sufficient 
to secure the necessary control over the 
credit system. These arrangements are re- 
corded in more detail in correspondence 
between the Governor of the Bank of 
England and myself. 

‘In the second place,’ the Chancellor con- 
tinued, ‘I have decided to make adjustments 
in the scope of the capital issues control. 
They are set out in detail in a letter to the 
chairman of the Capital Issues Committee. 
At the same time the Treasury have made 
an order, published to-day (July 4) and 
operating to-morrow (July 5) amending the 
Control of Borrowing Order. 


Summary of Provistons 


‘ Briefly summarized, the new provisions 
are:— 

The Committee may take a longer view 
in examining proposals which come before 
them; thus instead of limiting their con- 
sents to proposals which are currently 
urgent, they may assent to applications 
which anticipate future needs. 

In view of the new arrangements which 
I have just described for securing the 
necessary control of bank credit, the 
Capital Issues Committee will no longer 
be concerned with the appropriateness of 
bank finance for capital purposes. 

The exemption limit will be restored 
from the present level of £10,000 to the 
former level of £50,000. 

Bonus issues or capitalisation of reserves 
will no longer come before’ the Capital 


Issues Committee. But where the issue 
of redeemable securities is involved, the 
consent of the Treasury will be needed. 

The amending order contains provisions 
to prevent the raising of new money out- 
side the control. 

“I need only add that we are determined 
not to return to inflationary conditions. But 
it is clearly right to encourage such sound 
development as we judge to be within our 
capacity. That is the main purpose of 
these measures.” 


NFBTE View 

A spokesman of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers said on Mon- 
day that the easing of credit facilities an- 
nounced by the Government last week will 
be welcomed by builders not only on their 
own account in operating their own busi- 
nesses, but because they help to move 
obstacles in the way of potential building 
owners. 

The building industry has been running 
down for some months now. Much hard- 
ship and unemployment will therefore be 
avoided if this easier money position makes 
it possible for building owners to put work 
in hand with as little delay as is compatible 
with adequate and sensible preparation. 


Investment in Industry 


HERE are many matters on which the 

Government and Opposition are in con- 
flict, particularly in economic affairs, and 
one, the method by which greater stimulus 
could be given to industrial investment, was 
discussed at length in the House of Com- 
mons on July 2, during further consideration 
of the Finance Bill in committee. 

Labour members sought to convince the 
Government that the necessary impetus to 
investment, which was both vital and neces- 
sary to national survival at this stage, could 
best be achieved by investment allowances, 
and Mr. Roy Jenkins on their behalf, pro- 
posed the restoration of those allowances for 
certain special industries. 

He urged that those particular industries 
could be laid down by the Treasury, and 
that the application of the allowances could 
be on a selective basis in the investment 
sector. He hazarded a guess—which inci- 
dentally has been made on more than one 
occasion recently—that before the autumn 
the Chancellor would be looking around for 
substantial measures to stimulate investment 
in industry. Those measures should be taken 
now to give the impression that the Chan- 
cellor was guiding events and not merely 
following them. 

Conservative back benchers came down in 
favour of an extension of initial allowances 
as, in the words of Mr. GEOFFREY STEVENS, 
a better and more equitable method of pro- 
curing the necessary stimulus. Although the 
whole of industry was anxious to see the 
restoration of investment allowances, he was 
not sure that they were the best method of 
stimulating investment that was thought 
desirable. 


‘The Chancellor’s Approach 

Mr. HeatHcoat Amory, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, was cautious and non-com- 
mittal in his approach. While resisting the 
Opposition’s plan, he promised to continue 
to study the effects of the investment allow- 
ances when applied in other industries and 
the higher initial allowances he proposed. 
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Meanwhile, his judgment was that the rais- 
ing of initial allowances was a sensible 
decision. 

He did not depart from his opinion at 
the time of the Budget that it was not 
appropriate to extend the scope of invest- 
ment allowances, but emphasised that that 
did not mean that in no circumstances would 
it ever be right to consider doing so. Yet it 
was possible at any time to over-stimulate 
investment even in industries of special 
national importance, which would create ex- 
travagant and unwise expenditure. 

It was extraordinarily difficult to select 
industries as being of special national im- 
portance—Mr. Jenkins had broadly specified 
them as those concerned with increasing 
exports, saving imports or promoting tech- 
nical development or the better use of 
national resources—and the less one put that 
liability on a Government the better. 

He claimed that the economy today was in 
better balance than at any fime during the 
last few years, and the stage was approach- 
ing where if everyone behaved sensibly a 
greater measure of stability in relation to 
production would be achieved. He wanted 
to see private investment go still higher than 
the record of last year, but if it did there 
were certain prudent limits which must be 
within’ the nation’s resources. 

The new clause was rejected by 229 votes 
to 181, a majority of 48. 


Sand and Gravel Industry 


The sand and gravel industry was quoted 
as one which would benefit from the pro- 
visions of a new clause to provide depletion 
allowances for the acquisition of mineral- 
bearing land, which was moved by Mr. 
BERNARD BRAINE, a Conservative back 
bencher, and which he said had the support 
of more than 80 MPs. 

His proposal, he claimed, would give 
effect to a recommendation of the Royal 
Commission on the Taxation of Profits and 
Incomes on this subject, and was drafted to 
include a method for computing the allow- 
ance as well as giving safeguards for the 
revenue against collusive ‘trading. 

While Mr. Maup.ina, Paymaster-General, 
resisting this particular clause, felt that there 
was much to commend the particular recom- 
mendation on which it was based, he 
pointed out that long and eomplicated legis- 
lation would be needed to meet the problem 
satisfactorily. 

He prayed in aid the conflict of opinion 
during the debate as a basis for arguing 
that a decision could not be reached at this 
stage. The Chancellor felt that there were 
so many other forms of improving the taxa- 
tion system on the recommendations of the 
Royal Commission that there was not suffi- 
cient urgency and priority for the one pre- 
sented by Mr. Braine which would justify 
the Government at this stage embarking on 
the long, complicated, and probably con- 
troversial legislation. 

Mr. Bralne said that if sand and gravel 
operators were to use their plant economic- 
ally they must constantly be looking for 
more land. There were limitations in the 
amount of land that an operator could 
acquire, and limitations in the amount of 
capital that could be locked up in it. This 
extractive industry was more widespread 
in this country than any other. it must 
continue to be so. Wherever there was 
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building and construction one would hope 
their would be a cheap accessible source of 
sand and gravel. 

The existing tax practice added a charge 
of between 12 per cent. and 15 per cent. on 
the cost of sand and gravel, and if one con- 
sidered the significance of that in relation 
to building costs throughout the country the 
effect was enormous. If the Government 
considered the building industry to be a 
balancing factor between inflation and de- 
flation it was time the Treasury recognised 
the inflationary effect on building materials 
of existing tax practices. 

Mr. GEOFFERY STEVENS, another Con- 
servative, said that the vast majority of the 
extractive industries in Britain were wise 
and prudent concerns. They had acquired 
reserves sufficient for their needs, and it 
was entirely illogical, improper and unfair 
that those who had been prudent and looked 
to the future and had acquired reserves of 
land should be put in a worse position than 
the less prudent companies who would only 
obtain land for their needs in the months to 
come. 

On the previous day, sustained efforts were 
made by the Opposition to get the Chan- 
cellor to relax a little in his profits tax pro- 
posals, but while it cannot be said that their 
plea for preferential treatment for building 
societies and some statutory undertakings did 
not fall on deaf ears they did not carry 
enough conviction to make him feel there 
was need for exceptions in particular cases. 


Chancellor Questioned on 
Interest Rates and Hampton Site 


ANSWERING questions in the House of 

Commons on July 1, Mr. HEATHCOAT 
Amory, Chancellor of the Exchequer, found 
himself under pressure from both sides of 
the House on two widely divergent topics, 
interest rates charged to local authorities by 
the Public Works Loan Board and the 
acquisition of the Hampton site for an 
extension to the National Gallery. In 
neither instance was he forthcoming, except 
to offer a flat rejection that he should link 
variations in interest rates to fluctuations in 
Bank rate. On this issue there was con- 
siderable dissatisfaction with his replies, and 
a Conservative back bencher, Mr. ALBERT 
Cooper, gave notice that he would raise 
the matter again on the adjournment. 

Mr. Amory, who, with the Minister of 
Works, has already been asked several ques- 
tions about his policy for the Hampton 
site, and has seen a deputation of MPs of 
all parties on the subject, informed Mr. 
Parker that he had at present nothing to 
add to the reply given by the Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury on June 12. He 
did yield a little, however, in answer to a 
further question by saying that as far as he 
knew the Canadian authorities had ‘taken 
no forma] steps to divest themselves of this 
site.’ 

Sm Goprrey NICHOLSON pointed out that 
this was an opportunity which would not 
recur, and urged Mr. Amory to think care- 
fully before rejecting it. He called atten- 
tion to the Chancellor’s responsibility to 
posterity, to which Mr. Amory neatly 
replied that it was extraordinarily difficult 
to balance one’s responsibilities to one’s 
contemporaries. 

He fully understood that there was a 





widespread feeling inside and outside Parlia- 
ment that this opportunity for acquiring the 
site should not be missed. 

On the matter of interest rates, the Chan- 
cellor denied a suggestions by Mr. Herbert 
Morrison that he was pursuing a contra- 
dictory policy, because the board’s rates had 
been increased when Bank rate went up 
but had not been reduced when it came 
down. ‘As Mr. Morrison knows,’ he 
remarked, ‘it is common for changes in 
Bank rate to be anticipated and discounted 
by the market.’ 

The rates of interest on loans by the 
board were not linked to Bank rate, he said, 
but were fixed to reflect the rates prevailing 
in the market for such loans, and these 
were kept under constant review. Changes 
in the board’s rates would be made when- 
ever they were justified. It was Govern- 
ment policy to encourage local authorities 
to borrow in the open market. That was a 
healthy system as against borrowing from 
the board. 

Thus, in equity to those who borrowed 
in the market it was right that the rates 
charged by the board should be on an 
equivalent basis to those available in the 
market, which he thought bore some rela- 
tion to Bank rate, but not a day-to-day 
relation. He would not agree that the rates 
being charged by the board were *‘substan- 
tially higher’ than those in the market. 

Mr. MITCHISON pointed out that the real 
competition with the board’s loans, which 
were for smaller authorities, was with mort- 
gage loans, on which there was a wide diver- 
sity of interest paid. If the indications 
were that the board’s rates were to be kept 
in conformity with mortgage loan rates, and 
that rates in general were to be kept as 
reasonably low as possible, then the board’s 
rate ought to be lowered. 

THE CHANCELLOR promised to examine 
that. 

He informed Mr. Hunter that the total 
amount advanced by the board to local 
authorities in the calendar year 1957 was 
£130,790,690, and from January 1 to May 
30 this year it was £23,614,690. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Use of Spray Taps 


Mr. GEOFFREY WILSON asked the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of Works, 
as representing the Lord President of the 
Council, what research the Building 
Research Station, DSIR, had done on the 
use of spray taps in offices and similar build- 
ings. 

Mr. HarMarR NICHOLLS replied on July 1: 
The Building Research Station has shown 
that the use of spray taps can effect a 50 
per cent. saving in both water and fuel 
consumption in a preperly designed installa- 
tion. 

Mr. Witson asked whether these taps 
were in commercial production, and if so 
to what extent were they being used. Would 
they be suitable for British Railways? 


Mr. NICHOLLS said that three firms were 
manufacturing them, which showed that 
there must be a market. One would have 
thought that these taps would lend them- 
selves to transportation. He understood 
that British Railways had shown some 
interest in them. 
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Eyemouth Harbour Plans 

SiR WILLIAM ANSTRUTHER-GRAY asked 
the Secretary of State for Scotland, if he 
would make a statement about his plans for 
the improvement of Eyemouth Harbour. 

Lorp Joun Hope, Under Secretary, Scot- 
tish Office, replying on July 1, said: The 
Secretary of State hopes that a report on 
the investigation made by the Hydraulics 
Research Station, DSIR, will shortly be 
available. It will then be for the harbour 
trustees to consider in the light of the report 
what proposals to make to him. 


Control of Advertisements 

Mr. GRESHAM COOKE asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government if he 
could yet say whether he would make avail- 
able to the parties concerned copies of the 
reports of his officers who attend accom- 
panied visits under the Control of Adver- 
tisements Regulations, 

Mr. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry: The Minister has decided 
that, in view of the special nature of the 
accompanied visits made in connection with 
appeals under these regulations, it would be 
right for the reports of the officers taking 
these visits to be made available on request 
to the parties concerned. This decision will 
take effect very soon. 


Ozford Western By-Pass 

Work on the Oxford western by-pass is 
expected to start on November 1, and to be 
completed by April, 1961. This was 
announced by Lorp MANCROFT, Minister 
without Portfolio, in the Lords on July 2. 
He said that tenders for the project would 
be invited by the Berkshire County Council, 
as agents for the Minister of Transport, on 
July 4. 

Lorp Lucas oF CHILWoRTH asked him 
why, if 153 miles of a six-carriageway motor 
road from London to Birmingham contain- 
ing 169 bridges could, according to the 
Minister, be completed in 19 months, was 
it that 34 miles of road, having only five 
bridges and the. viaduct would take 28 
months to complete. 

Lorp MANcrorT said that that was not 
quite comparing like with like. The Oxford 
western by-pass was a much more compli- 
cated engineering project, involving 13 
bridges and the viaduct. No such compli- 
cated feats as the 116 ft. long bridge over 
the River Thames, and the 1,000 ft. viaduct 
were required on the London to Birming- 
ham motor road. 


Downing-street Reconstruction 

Mr. PARKER asked the Minister of Works, 
whether Mr. Raymond Erith, FRIBA, had 
been instructed to draw up plans for the 
reconstruction of Nos. 10-12 Downing-street, 
on the basis of specific recommendations in 
the Crawford report; when it was hoped to 
receive his plans; and when the Govern- 
ment proposed to carry them out. 

Mr. HuGH MOLSON, in a written reply on 
July 3, stated—Mr. Erith is being instructed 
to draw up preliminary plans in accordance 
with these recommendations of the Craw- 
ford Report. I hope that sketch plans will 
be ready within the next few months but 
the preparatory work will take at least 18 
months to complete and I am not able to 
say at this stage when the plans will be im- 
plemented.

At the meeting of London County Ceuncil 
held on July 1, Mr. V. GoopHEew 
asked the chairman of the Town Planning 
Committee if he was aware that the Cana- 
dian Government had decided not to take 
up the planning permission granted to it for 
an extension to the High Commission 
Offices on the Hampton site in Trafalgar- 
square, Westminster. He also asked if, in

BUILDING TRADE COURSE 
AT OXFORD 


Practical Work Emphasised 


A FULL-TIME cCouRSE of training for the 
building trade for boys from secondary 
modern schools is to be started next term at 
the School of Architecture and Building, 
Headington, Oxford. 

Supported by both employers’ and 
workers’ organisations, the course will be in 
bricklaying, phumbing, carpentry and 
joinery, but the scope will be widened if the 
demand justifies it. 

The course will be for six hours a day, 
five days a week for 38 weeks, and at Easter 
four weeks will be spent on building site. 
The emphasis throughout the course will 
be on practical work. 

Headmasters will recommend boys for 
the course and an interviewing panel will 
have representatives from the local Joint 
Apprenticeship Committee for the Building 
Industry. 

After successful completion of the course 
students will enter the industry as craft 
apprentices and will be able to take a second 
year of the part-time day release course in 
building.

A Zinc Metal Primer 


A CORROSION inhibiting zinc rich metal 
primer known as the Pitanode ‘ Wet’ 
Primer has been developed by Allweather 
Paints Ltd., 36 Gt. Queen-street, WC2. It is 
claimed that this primer overcomes all the 
disadvantages of the usual methods of apply- 
ing a zinc coating and that it can be applied 
under almost any conditions to site steel 
work and used for the maintenance of iron 
and steel equipment already in service. 
Pitanode ‘ Wet,’ it is said, produces results 
comparable to any other type of zinc coat- 
ing. After normal surface preparation it can 
be applied over small amounts of firmly 
adherent rust and the uniformity of the coat- 
ing can be more easily controlled than by 
any other method. When in contact with 
iron or steel under corrosive conditions, it 
affords electro-chemical protection to that 
iron or steel. So long as the coating of 
Pitanode ‘ Wet’ remains intact, no corrosion 
to the iron or steel to which it is applied can 
take place. Protection is effective along the 
edges of any break in the zinc coating; thus 
sma!l cracks or pinheads present due to 
abrasion or faulty application may result in 
rusting which is purely local where the iron 
or steel is exposed, but there can be no 
progressive sideways corrosion under the 
coating, as is the case with normal paint 
finishes. 


Automatic Air Inlet 


One of the main causes of down draught 
is the fire which fails to generate sufficient 
constant heat to maintain chimney warmth. 
Cowls or special pots do nothing to remedy 
this, nor does under-floor ventilation which 
is allowed to enter directly into the chimney 
flue. What is claimed to be an entirely new 
method of ventilation has been designed to 
raise chimney temperature by circulation 
with warmed air. It comprises a box-like 
unit of standard brick size, to be inserted 
into an internal wall at a point closely adja- 
cent to the ceiling, as a duct. A one-way in- 
let part for one end of the duct, controlled 
by a hinged mica flap, and a discharge open- 
ing with a louvre extending outwards and 
upwards to direct air flowing through the 
unit to the ceiling are provided. The inlet 
and outlet parts fit telescopically, so as to be 
adjustable to walls of different thicknesses. 
The ‘ Draught-Master’ automatic air inlet 
unit is manufactured by W. G. Parsons & 
Sons, 24, Barbara-close, Rochford, Essex. 


A Vertical Electric Saw 

An attachment for an electric saw which 
can be mounted on the wall and will saw 
hardboard or plywood at any angle has 
been patented by James Scott, 15 Upland- 
road, Croydon, Surrey. It is claimed that the 
use of this tool will reduce the space needed 
to cut a 12ft. sheet on a circular saw from 
120 sq. ft. to a mere 4 sq. ft. The device 
weighs 2ilb. and costs £16 including the 
8in. power saw. 


Self-contained Spray Gun 


Manufactured in Switzerland and mar- 
keted in this country by Edmundsons Tools 


Ltd., of 64-66 Newington-causeway, SE1, 
the ‘Electrospray’ is an entirely self- 
contained electric spray gun which does not 
need an air compressor and may be plugged 
into any three-point socket, requiring no 
airhose, pressure regulators or gauges. This 
spray will, it is claimed, give a varying de- 
gree of fan width of spray, according to the 





material being applied, normally between 
4-8in., and will spot it down to the size of 
a sixpence. Most materials being sprayed 
are reduced in viscosity, due to the heat 
emitted from the turbine housing. With the 
aid of a ceiling adaptor it can be used to 
spray ceilings without all the normal over- 
spray so saving a very considerable amount 
of cleaning up after the job is complete. 
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TRADE NEWS 
Emulsion Paint in Factories 


"THE decoration of factories is to a large 

extent controlled by the Factories Act, 
1937, as amended by subsequent rules and 
orders. Until recently there was no pro- 
vision, however, for emulsion paint and, 
technically, a factory inspector could force 
a factory owner to redecorate emulsion 
painted areas every year. Efforts have been 
made by the paint industry to get the Minis- 
tries concerned to recognise the use of emul- 
sion paint for the decoration of factories by 
giving it a ‘repainting period’ of five years. 
This period has now been authorised by a 
new order which came into force on June 16, 
1958. It is known as ‘ The Factories (Clean- 
liness of Walls and Ceilings) Order, 1958,’ 
and besides making this five-year provision, 
provided two coats of emulsion paint are 
used initially and at least one coat at least 
once every period of five years, it provides 
that the name of the paint used and the 
name and address of the makers of the 
paint, with a certificate furnished by the 
manufacturer shall be entered in the factory 
register. 


A New Associate Company 


From July 1 all Greenwood-Airvac under- 
floor, surface and skirting electrical ser- 
vices ducting will be handled by a new 
associated company to be known as Green- 
wood-Airvac Conduits, Ltd., Carlisle House, 
8 Southampton-row, WCl. The foregoing 
refers only to the name and address of the 
new company, the management and per- 
sonnel will remain unchanged. 


Trade Association Formed 


An association has recently been formed, 
under the title of the French Polishing and 
Woodfinishing Trades’ Association, by the 
contractors in London. The aims of the 
Association are to secure for its members 
the respect of those who use its services, and 
to act as an authoritative professional group, 
whose knowledge can be more readily avail- 
able, both for the newer and older types of 
timber preservation, embellishment and 
renovation. 








ELLIPTICAL LIGHT FITTINGS.—A new range of 
light fittings has been introduced by Merchant 
Adventurers {Ltd., 16-43, Portland-road, London, 
WI1."| The main feature of this ‘ Ellipse’ series 
is the slimness of the white opal glasses which 
appear half their actual depth. Their elliptical 
shape, it is claimed, provides efficient and shadow- 
less lighting, with low apparent brightness from 
norma! angles of vision. The metalwork is in 
16 gauge aluminium, anodised satin silver or 
pale gold, and the construction is simple, no 
screws or levers being used to secure the glass. Five 
sizes of glass from 10in. to 22in. in diameter are 
available either totally enclosed or with louvred 
apertures. These are used with alternative 
mountings—recessed, flush to ceiling, off ceiling, 
wall bracket, tube pendant and cord pendant 
designed in two forms for use with vertical or 
horizontal lamps. in addition, reflectors from 
16in. to 32in. in diameter, finished in a range of 
colours, provide an extension to the basic range 
which numbers 120 units in all.

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FIXED PRICE TENDERS 
IN THE CITY 


Court of Common Council’s 
Decision 


HE Court of Common Council of the 
City of London at their meeting on 
July 3 approved a Special Committee 
recommendation that in future tenders for 
building and civil engineering works should, 
with certain exceptions, be invited on a 
fixed price basis. 

The exceptions are works which cannot 
be sufficiently detailed and programmed be- 
fore inviting tenders; and works the dura- 
tion of which cannot be ascertained with 
any reasonable certainty because of site 
working conditions, or the need to phase 
the works due to the functional use of the 
building, or which in any case will exceed 
two years. 

The council further agreed that the 
period of two years should be calculated 
from the date of receipt of tenders. 


In making their recommendations, the 
committee referred to a letter from the 
Housing Ministry which stated that it had 
been decided that in future all Government 
departments should invite tenders on a 
fixed price basis for all works of building 
and civil engineering, irrespective of size, 
provided that they had been thoroughly 
planned in advance and that the estimated 
contract period was not more than two 
years. 


Developments Approved 

On the recommendation of the Improve- 
ments and Town Planning Committee, the 
council agreed to permit the following 
developments: 

46, 47 and 48, Mark-lane, 1 to 8, Byward- 
street—erection of an office building with 
a bank and retail shops on the ground floor 
(City of London Real Property Co., Ltd., 
Mark-lane, EC3). 

Site bounded by the proposed vista to 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, the proposed pedes- 
trian area Old Change and a realigned 
Knightrider-street—erection of a new build- 
ing for use as offices and ancillary accom- 
modation (Adamson, Gray and Adamson, 
FF.RIBA, 11, Portman-street, W1). 

Site bounded by the proposed vista to St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, the proposed pedestrian 
area Old Change and a realigned Knight- 
rider-street—erection of a new building for 
use as offices and shops (Dowton and 
Hurst, FRIBA, 10, Portman-street, W1). 

Permission for the following development 
was refused: 

17, Coleman-street (not within the Com- 
prehensive Development Area)}—demolition 
and rebuilding for office purposes (S. Walker 
and Son, Coleman-street, EC2). 

The reasons for the refusal were that ‘ the 
proposed development is unsatisfactory in 
that, if permitted, it would result in a build- 
ing being erected not in accordance with the 
corporation’s planning standards regarding 
day-lighting, car parking, loading and un- 
loading, and would have the effect of per- 
petuating the unsatisfactory conditions now 
existing.” 

The committee further reported that they 
had considered applications for approval of 
drawings submitted in compliance with. the 








conditions of permissions already granted. 

The council endorsed their recommenda- 
tion that drawings in respect of the follow- 
ing should be approved: 

56 to 58, Cheapside and 1, Bow-lane— 
erection of a new building for use as a bank 
headquarters, permission for which was 
granted on May 1, 1958 (Trehearne and 
Norman, Preston and Partners, FRIBA, 83, 
Kingsway, WC2). 

30 to 34, Moorgate—erection of a new 
building for use as offices (submission of 
further revised plans of the basement, 
ground and first floors), permission for 
which was granted on September 19, 1957 
(T. P. Bennett and Son, FF/ARIBA, 43, 
Bloomsbury-square, WC1). 


Compulsory Purchases 


The committee notified the council of the 
Minister's confirmation of a number of 
compulsory purchase orders, and the meet- 
ing approved terms of compensation as 
follows:

The committee reported that they had 
considered the opportunity of improving 
Crosswall and Vine-street in connection 
with the erection of an office building at 11 
to 13, Crosswall and 33 to 41 (odd) Vine- 
street. The developers had agreed to convey 
to the corporation their leasehold interest 
in the land required for improvements for
